Ayers, 56, was released

to seek another trial.

Monday workshop will center on bicycle trail plan

A “visioning workshop* on 
updating the community's bi¬ 
cycle and walking trail plan is 
set for Monday evening, while 
another meeting is scheduled 
Thursday on renovating the 
original portion of the River 
Walk in Atkinson Park. 

The purpose of Monday's 
meeting is “to identify the 
strengths, weaknesses, oppor¬ 
tunities and threats of the exist¬ 
ing routes, existing and planned 
amenities, roads and intersec¬ 
tions of potential future routes, 
and the community^ attitudes 


towards biking and walking.” 

The meeting will run 5 to 6:30 
p.m. Monday in the conference 
room next to the offices of the 
Henderson City-County Plan¬ 
ning Commission in the Public 
Safety Building overlooking 
the dovorlcaf. Those attending 
should enter through the build¬ 
ing's east door. 

Marcia hblcn, chair of the 
Henderson-Henderson County 
Bikeway Advisory Committee, 
noted that in 2005 a plan was 
written and adopted “but for the 
most part it wasn't implemented. 
So we want to go back and take 
another look and re-do it" 
There is more interest in bi¬ 
cycling now than there was in 


2005, she noted. “Some people 
use a bicycle to travel to work. 
It's a transportation need, not 
just for pleasured 

The idea is to dra ft a pla n that 
adequately meets the needs of 
having bike routes around the 
entire city, as well as reaching 
the areas people most want to 
use. 

“We want public input so we 
can create spokes to go into the 
community, to connect schools 
and shopping centers and public 
buildings." 

The meeting will begin by 
focusing on the community's 
strengths, such as the River 
Walk and current community 
biking events, before mov mg on 


to weaknesses, such as the lack 
of connections between parks 
and schools. 

The participants will then 
be asked to consider ways to 
capitalize on the community's 
strengths in order to improve 
the weaknesses, Examples in¬ 
clude expanding the River Walk, 
promoting the use of bicycles as 
ways to travel to work, and host¬ 
ing more bicycling events. 

The discussion will then move 
on to threats, the most obvious 
being a lack of adequate fund¬ 
ing. Other concerns include 
dangerous intersections along 
bike routes and environmental 
constraints. 

The meet ing will end with the 


participants being asked to de¬ 
velop goals and objectives based 
on the foregoing discussion.

Clay-Atkinson street work to resume

The busy intersection of Clay 
and Atkinson streets will probably 
be closed a couple of days this week 
as construction begins again for a 
major sewer line. 

The sewer line project was shut 
down this past week because of a 
workplace accident. 

Tom Williams, director of engi¬ 
neering lor the Henderson Water 
Utility, said average traffic count at 
the intersection approaches 13,000 
vehicles per day, 

'“Due to the proximity of this clo¬ 
sure to the CSX Railroad main line 
tracks through Henderson, the de¬ 
tours available are longer than nor¬ 
mal, and some turning movements 
will require several blocks of adverse 
travel. As long-time Hendersonians 
know, streets inthe East End are nar¬ 
row and congested. Avoiding this 
area over the next week may be the 
best option,” 

HWU is anticipating the clo¬ 
sure will begin Tuesday, but that 


will be subject to weather early 
in the week. The closure should 
last approximately two working 
days. Following that, Atkinson 
Street at Clay will be reopened, 
but the section of Clay Street from 
Atkinson, east to the CSX tracks 
will remain closed for at least one 
more week. 

Detour routes, which will be post¬ 

ed with signs, are as follows: 

Traffic headed toward downtown 
on Clay Street will be routed onto 
Burdette, Powell and Leteher streets 
back to Clay. 

lYa ffic headed east toward U. S. 41 
on Clay will be routed onto Leteher, 
Powell and Burdette streets back to 
Clay. “Anyone traveling east who 
wishes to travel south on Atkinson 
will need to take Leteher to Cum¬ 
nock Street, and Cumnock to Atkin¬ 
son," Williams said. 

Southbound traffic on Atkinson 
Street will he detoured onto Powell, 
Leteher and Cumnock street back to 
Atkinson. 

Northbound traffic on Atkinson 


Street will travel Cumnock, Letcher 
and Powell streets back to Atkin¬ 
son. 

“Local traffic wilt be able to access 
the three blocks of Clay between 
Leteher and Burdette, and the three 
blocks of Atkinson Street from Cum¬ 
nock to Powell, but no through traf¬ 
fic will be allowed,” Williams said. 
"We ask for the public’s cooperation 
in heeding 'Road Closed’ signs and 
barricades»" 

The work is part of Scott & Rit¬ 
ter of Bowling Green’s $3,6 million 
contract with HWU to install 18,800 
feet of 30-inch-diameter sewer main 
from the Drury Lane wastewater 
plant to a new pump station at Bur¬ 
dette and Roosevelt streets. 

The main is part of a larger $13.4 
million dollar project to expand the 
capacity of the Canoe Creek inter¬ 
ceptor, and transport more flow to 
the wastewater treatment plant on 
Drury Lane, thus reducing the vol¬ 
ume and frequency of combined 
sewage overflow that enters the 
North Fork of Canoe Creek.

Medicaid Fewards 
lackluster service

Pop singer Prince had a hit song over 20 years ago that 
said we should all “party like it’s 1999," Unfortunately, 
the managed care organizations running the Kentucky 
Medicaid system are following the song’s advice and 
operating in the managed care world of1999, 

Remember t hose t hues? Managed care companies re¬ 
peatedly denied medically necessary tests, medications 
and procedu res. As any physici an or hospita I operati ng 
in that time will tell you, the HMOs' own inefficiencies 
made big profits for the companies. “We never got the 
claim" or “we never got the information you sent" was 
beard from them constantly. 

All that changed when actress Helen Hunt’s character 
in the movie “As Good As It Gets” used an expletive 
about HMOs when frustrated with her child's medical 
condition. Audience members across the country report¬ 
edly cheered when she said it. That lament, along with 
horror stories from patients, spurred politicians — in¬ 
cluding the Kentucky legislature—to pass laws forcing 
managed care companies to be more efficient and fair in 
their dealings with patients and physicians. All of this 
happened nearly a dozen years ago. 

Rut the companies operating Kentucky’s Medicaid 
system axe operating like it’s 1999, The rules imposed 
on other managed ca re companies don’t seem to apply, 
lb save money, they continually deny medically neces¬ 
sary procedures, medications and the like. They force 
patients to obtain “prior authorization" for most proce¬ 
dures, tests and medications, and they are supposed to 
reply to such requests within two days, 

A recent KM A survey ofmcdica I practices found that 
in a majority of cases, one company takes as long as 
two weeks to respond. In an era of speedy electronic 
communications, the Medicaid companies struggle with 
sending electronic receipts, forcing information u> be 
sent through the mail. 

These inefficiencies abound and have been discussed 
by others. Rut it has been nearly a year and a half, and 
these inefficiencies remain the norm. In contrast to all 
of this, Kentucky changed its Medicare contractor last 
year with hardly a problem mentioned by patients or 
physicians. 

The state’s response to these problems has thus far 
been to give some of the managed care companies more 
money, reverting to the 1999 practice of financially re¬ 
warding inefficiency. But sending our tax money out-of- 
state hasn’t seemed to help. 

Kentucky Medicaid operates like it’s 1999 to the det¬ 
riment of Kentuckians everywhere. Maybe Hollywood 
will make a movie about it and decry this sad state of 
affairs so something will be done to fix it. Otherwise, 
400,000 Kentucky ns will soon have a pa rt in Medicaid’s 
version of “As Good As It Gets.”

And if Republicans and 
Obama can get to know 
and understand each other 
better, who knows w r hat it 
may accomplish? After ail, 
the debates over slavery 
and the Civil War were 
even more intense than 
today’s discoid over fiscal 
policy.

Treat mental illness to stop shootings

While I was reading the 
article on the gun registra¬ 
tion bill that Dr. Watkins 
cosponsored with seven 
others 1 was amazed to 
learn that we have elect¬ 
ed lawmakers that know 
little, if anything, about 
the laws we already have 
in force in the Common¬ 
wealth. 

Someone else pointed 
out in another letter that 
most of the content in 
this bill is already law so 1 
won’t go into it again here. 
I want to talk about some 
of the issues that are not 
already law r . 

■ Assault weapons: 
The stigma that has been 
attached to these is unbe¬ 
lievable. They have made 
them out to be horrendous 
weapons of mass destruc¬ 
tion. The simple truth is 
that an assault rifle is noth¬ 
ing more than a semi-auto¬ 
matic rifle just the same as 
the -22 most of us got when 
we were kids to hunt squir¬ 
rels with. 

They made them in 
a style that is easier to 
handle, safer to oper¬ 
ate and easier to clean 
and maintain in the field. 
They added pistol grips 
and modified the stocks 


and barrels to make them 
more efficient. In order to 
expand their market to the 
military and police buyers 
they tagged them with a 
cool name: Assault rifle! 

But the fact rema ins that 
they are still mi more le¬ 
thal than any other semi¬ 
automatic weapon on the 
market. While they are 
available in a number of 
cal ibers, in the right hand s 
that .22 squirrel gun is as 
lethal as any of them. 

■ Magazines: The sim¬ 
ple .22 caliber semi-auto¬ 
matic usually comes with 
a tube fed magazine that 
holds around 15 rounds or 
so, A few come with a clip 
fed magazine that usually 
hold 10 rounds. Most all of 
the dreaded assault rifles 
are clip fed, with clips 
ranging from a normal 10 
round to some that hold 30 
or even more. Their goal 
is to outlaw clips that hold 
more that 10 rounds. 

Their uneducated belief 
is that this will prevent 
mass shootings- The sim¬ 
ple truth is that someone 
who is proficient with their 
weapon can change out a 
10-round dip and recom¬ 
mence firing in one second 
or less. It might take a less 
proficient shooter as much 
as five seconds. 

So this fear they want to 


instill you with is just more 
smoke and mirrors. What 
they want is gun control, 
so let's take a quick look 
at that. 

■ Gun control: In the 
countries that have tak¬ 
en guns out of the hands 
of law-abiding people 
it's not working so well. 
There was an article in 
The Gleaner recently 
about Japanese tourists 
who are flocking to Guam 
for the simple pleasure of 
shooting guns. The article 
pointed out that in Japan 
where guns arc outlawed 
only three factions of so¬ 
ciety have guns: The mi li- 
tary, the police and the 
mob! 

The old adage that when 
guns are outlawed only 
outlaws will have guns 
rings ever true. The real 
issue at hand is the one 
they are avoiding like the 
plague: People. 

■ People: No one in my 
family is ashamed to talk 
about my COPD or any of 
the many health problems 
I have, But if I were to be 
diagnosed with a men¬ 
tal illness how quickly 
a hush would fall on the 
crowd. Oh my God they’d 
say. We have to make sure 
this doesn’t get out. Oh the 
shame that would befall 
them. 


And it’s just this stigma 
we have placed on mental 
illness that is the real is¬ 
sue. It’S time to freely ad¬ 
mit that mental illness is 
as rampant as cancer or 
any other illness. A child 
may show signs of menta l 
illness at a very early age 
through behavioral prob¬ 
lems or by not being able 
to learn basic early child¬ 
hood skills or any number 
of ways. As parents we 
simply refuse to believe 
that our child could have 
such a disorder. 

As a nation we have to 
do away with the stigma 
and come to the realiza¬ 
tion that mental illness is 
just like any other malady, 
We have highly trained 
medical professionals and 
treatment centers for men¬ 
tal illness just the same as 
we have for cancer. We 
just have to stop being 
ashamed of using them. 

There’S nothing wrong 
with the guns, folks. I’ve 
owned guns for more than 
50 years now. My kids and 
my grandkids that are old 
enough also own guns. 
In all this time not one of 
our guns have ever jumped 
out of the gun cabi net and 
killed someone- It’s the 
people we need to fix,

Bottle with 1815 message found on riverfront in 1958 


There is a certain ro¬ 
mance to a message in a 
bottle—and I'm not talking 
about the Nicholas Sparks 
novel by that name. 

I'm talking about the 
real deal, a message 
scrawled on a curled 
piece of paper, inserted in 
a bottle, and cast onto the 
currents to journey where 
it may. 

The concept has been 
around for thousands of 
years, Supposedly the an¬ 
cient Greek philosopher 
Theophrastus used that 
method about 310 BC to 
try to prove that the Medi¬ 
terranean was part of the 
Atlantic Ocean. Innumer¬ 
able writers, poets and 
troubadours have so often 
employed the plot device 
ever since that it’s now in¬ 
grained in our DNA, 
Almost like buried trea¬ 
sure. More about that bur¬ 
ied treasure later. 

Today's story comes 
from The Gleaner of 
March 9, 1938. Here arc the 
pertinent excerpts: 

“A bottle, sealed and of¬ 
fering the finder a city lot 
in Pittsburgh, was found 
near the water's edge of 
the Ohio River here Tues¬ 
day afternoon. The note 
was dated March 15,1815. 

"It was discovered by 
Frank Porter, employee at 
the municipal light plant. 
It was found about half- 
covered by mud near the 



city's pumping station at 
Sunset Park. 

“Well-sealed with seal¬ 
ing wax, Mr. Porter was 
unable to open the bottle 
without breaking the neck.” 

Inside he found a note 
that read: "Free to the one 
who finds this bottle and 
writes me, a SO by 175 foot 
city lot. Hoping to hear 
from you soon. Yours, 
James L, Stone Realty Co." 

“The note was written 
with ink, most of which can 
be read with the naked eye, 
while it is necessary to use 
a magnifying glass on the 
remainder. It was penned 
on exceptionally heavy sta¬ 
tionery. which appeared to 
have been tom from a stan¬ 
dard size sheen" 

Will Carpenter, another 
employee at the city light 
plant, accompanied Porter 
at the time of discovery. “I 
saw the bottle sticking out 
of the mud, and noticing 
that it was sealed, I went 
over a nd picked it up," Por¬ 
ter told The Gleaner. “After 
wiping the mud off, I could 
see it contained the note.” 

The Gleaner’s reporter 


rhapsodized over the find: 
“Since being deposited in 
the Ohio River 123 years 
ago next Tuesday, Mr. 
Porter points out that it is 
interesting to think of Its 
trek down the river: how it 
was dashed about in the big 
floods” of 1883,1884, 1913 
and 1937 and “how it would 
no doubt spend many years 
at some point along the 
river, then be washed back 
into the stream and moved 
further on.” 

Porter turned the note 
over to his son, E.C. Por¬ 
ter, who was circulation 
manager at The Gleaner, 
and the younger Porter an¬ 
nounced his intention of 
writing to Pittsburgh “in 
an effort to learn whether 
or not the James L. Stone 
Realty Ox ever existed. 7 * 

At the risk of employing 
the truth to spoil a good 
yam, I did exactly that. In 
fact, I went a step further 
and sent a copy of the en¬ 
tire article to the Senator 
John Heinz History Center 
in Pittsburgh, which Ls an 
affiliate of the Smithson¬ 
ian Institution, and asked 
whether they could verily 
the existence of James L. 
Stone back in 1815. 

Tim Rreslin, a researcher 
at the Thomas and Kath¬ 
erine Detre Library and 
Archives, very kindly re¬ 
sponded. Ill quote his en¬ 
tire reply so you can judge 
for yourself his expertise 


and thoroughness: “We 
cheeked our oldest Pitts¬ 
burgh city directories (1815, 
1819 and 1826) and could not 
find a reference to Ja mes L, 
Stone Reahy or to individu¬ 
als named James L. Stone or 
even James Stone. 

“Neither do we have ref¬ 
erences to a company or 
individual by that name in 
our electronic catalog, card 
catalog or vertical Hies. 

“Thinking that the notc- 
in-a-bottle might be a clev¬ 
er advert ising ruse that was 
initiated closer to the date 
that the bottle was found, 
wo also checked Pittsburgh 
directories for 1920,1930, 
and 1935 , but still could not 
find a reference to that com¬ 
pany or individual. 

“Unfortunately, we do 
nut have any information 
that would help you in this 
matter-" 

Rats! My chance at fame 
foiled agaia Because if it 
had been verified, it would 
have been the oldest mes¬ 
sage in a bottle that had 
ever beendocumented. 

The Atlantic magazine 
had an article just last 
September about how the 
Guinness Book of World 
Records had recently con¬ 
firmed the world’s oldest 
bottle message — and it 
had been floating around 
only 98 years. 

It was one of 1,890 bot¬ 
tles released June 10,1914, 
by Capt C, Hunter Brown, 


a scientist at the Glasgow 
School of Navigation, who 
was studying currents in 
the North Sea, Apparently, 
315 of Brown’s bottles have 
been found since I9i4. 

Oh, yeah, 1 nearly forgot. 
I promised y’all some nug¬ 
gets about buried treasure, 
didn’t I? Well, I "vc about 
used up my space this week, 
so the buried treasure tale 
will have to wait until next 
Sunday. Sorry about that. 
But you know how antici¬ 
pation whets the appetite. 

100 YEARS AGO 

Six girls at the Corydon 
High School joined a toma■ 
to-growing club that was 
being organized by Charles 
Mahan, the county's and

4-H has an opportunity 
to raise funds far Hender¬ 
son County and statewide 
4-H programs through the 
fa rm license plate voluntary 
donation profiram. 

Beg inning in February 
2012, Commissioner of Ag¬ 
riculture James H. Comer 
announced all farm license 
plate voluntary donations 
would be split evenly 
among 4-H, FFA and the 
Kentucky Proud program. 

In March, farmers can 
make a voluntary donation 
of $10 when renewing their 
farm license plates at the 
county clerk's office. 

With more than 160,000 
farm plates bought or re¬ 
newed each year in Ken¬ 
tucky, the commissioner's 
action could generate up to 
$16 mill ion annually. "Ken¬ 
tucky 4-H has been given a 
tremendous opportunity 
by Commissioner Comer 
to raise significant funds 
to support 4-H,” said Keith 
Rogers, executive director 
of the Kentucky 4-H Foun¬ 
dation. 

Over 229,000 youth are 
involved in Kentucky's 
4-H program, Kentucky 
ranks in top 10 in several 
4-H enrollment categories 
nationwide.

KIDS Count is a proj¬ 
ect by the Annie E, Casey 
Foundation, which is a na¬ 
tional and state-by-state 
effort to track the status 
of children in the United 
States, according to infor¬ 
mation from KIDS Count. 

Juvenile petitions are 
complaints that a minor 
has violated the law. Viola¬ 
tions can be status offenses 
which take the form of tru¬ 
ancy and underage drink¬ 
ing; and public offenses 
which are criminal acts, 

“We led the state on 
those complaints {both 
status and public offense 
complaints)," Gold said. 
“We started talking about 
our concerns and what 
we were doing with juve¬ 
niles ” 

"We were following the 
I aw,” Gold sa id. Ironically, 
he said, it wasn't working. 

The traditional model 
for dealing with juvenile 
offenders through the 
court system runs along 
these lines: A violation is 
committed; it makes its 
way through school disci¬ 
plinary procedures; then 
to the court system; and 
finally, if a child is found 
guilty of a crime, a needs 
assessment is performed. 

With the traditional 
model, “A (needs) assess¬ 
ment could take months," 
Gold said. 

Through Henderson 
County's CYJS, the as¬ 
sessment is enacted up 
front, “before there's even 
the thought of a (criminal) 
charge,” said Henderson 
Family Court Judge Sheila 
N. Farris.

The decline "is very sig¬ 
nificant because America 
is not a country, over the 
past while, that has done 
anything but build up its 
incarcerated population," 
said Hart T.ubnw, director 
of the foundation's juve¬ 
nile justice strategy group. 

The findings reflect 
a trend toward treating 
youthful infractions less 
harshly than in the past. 
That approach conforms 
with scientific research 
showing that as their 
brains mature, youths 
develop better mastery 
of executive function — 
meaning they can more 
easily control destructive 
impulses. 

Most youths arc held 
for nonviolent offenses 
such as running away 
from home or violating 
curfew — status offenses 
that wouldn’t be consider 
illegal if committed by 
someone 18 or older. 

Lubow described the de¬ 
cline as “an absolute and 
radical sea change. We 
think it's a highly impor¬ 
tant social development 
that has largely gone on 
under the radar” 

Forty-four states and the 
District of Columbia have 
reduced their confinement 
rates. 

In 1997 in Kentucky, 
there were 1.080 juveniles 
in detention. That number 
fell to 852 in 2010, repre¬ 
senting a 21 percent de¬ 
crease. 

Tennessee showed the 
biggest change, with a 66 
percent decline over that 
15-year period — from347 
to 1 17 per 100,000, Rates 
fell significantly in other 
states, too: in Arizona, 
by 57 percent; California, 


problems before they hap¬ 
pen, 1 ’ said Steve Steiner,di¬ 
rector of pupil personnel 
for the Henderson C ounty 
School System. 

“Pub! ic offenses are (of¬ 
ten) preceded by status of¬ 
fenses," Wiederstein said. 
“TO solve this issue, we 
reached out to family court 
and the schools ” 

“On its face, it's a simple 
issue,” he said. “But we 
didn't have a chance to re¬ 
solve this until we all got 
together." 

A series of meetings, 
he said, saw re-cmerging 
themes, including: early 
intervention and strong 
behavior plans. 

When contacted by 
court officials. Steiner 
said that school staff con¬ 
ducted its own assessment 
“to see if (the schools) 
were helping or contrib¬ 
uting to the problem. We 
learned that we could do 
things better." 

For instance, "We were 
assuming that kids were 
coming to school with the 
same values and behav¬ 
iors that we have. That’s 
not true." 

In response, the schools 
started teaching students 
what they wanted from 
them in terms of behavior. 

“You teach what you ex¬ 
pect and then reward it,” 
Steiner said. "We saw that 
we were getting the behav¬ 
ior that we wanted. Disci¬ 
pline issues went down 
and less juvenile petitions 
were gett ing filed with the 
courts." 

The members of the 
core group continued to 
meet and snare their find¬ 
ings, 

"The research conduct¬ 
ed helped in getting us to 
where wc are now,” Gold 
said. 

Local efforts, as well as 
assistance from DJJ, gave 
birth to theCYJS. 

“The state DJJ funded 


48 percent; Michigan, 44 

percent; icxas. 35 percent; 
and Ohio, 31 percent. 

At the same time, vio¬ 
lence commit ted by y (mths 
went down significantly. 

Since hitting “a historic 
height” in 1994, arrest rates 
for juveniles involved in 
violent crime fell by 55 per¬ 
cent by 2010. the federal Of¬ 
fice of Juvenile Justice and 
Delinquency Prevention 
reported. The rate dropped 
from 497 to 225 arrests per 
100,000youths over that pe¬ 
riod. OJJDP’s count includes 


a re-purposing of an em¬ 
ployee to be in the high 
school and conduct needs 
and risks assessments” for 
juveniles referred to the 
center, Gold said. 

Jennifer Pinkston was 
chosen for the job and is 
the local center's director. 

As of February, Pinkston 
said she is managing be¬ 
tween 16 to 18 cases. 

"A lot of students are 
just surviving, but not con¬ 
nected to their school,” she 
said, "So a lot of it is get¬ 
ting them into activities 
they are interested in. I'm 
very excited about this." 

“Some kids just want 
someone to pay attention 
to them,” she said. 

Students, primarily 
those in middle or high 
school, are referred to the 
center by school adminis¬ 
trators, a school resource 
officer, the county attorney 
or other court personnel. 

Young people can be re¬ 
ferred to the center if they 
exhibit defiant or other be¬ 
havior problems, aggres¬ 
sive tendencies and mental 
health, substance abuse or 
family concerns. 

Participation is com¬ 
pletely voluntary and very 
private, 

“We want a buy-in from 
the family and work col- 
laboratively (to develop) 
a plan of action everyone 
has a part in," Pinkston 
said. “That's what will 
make this successful 

“Whatever goes on (at 
the center), stays there,” 
Gold said. “Whoever re¬ 
fers juveniles to the center, 
only fi nds out whether it's 
a successful intervention. 
There’s privacy” 

There are also few ex¬ 
cuses, particularly finan¬ 
cial ones, for not receiving 
help. 

If an assessment of a 
youth and his/her fam¬ 
ily indicates counseling is 
needed, there is funding 


youths ages 10 through 17. 

But juvenile systems 
still treat children of col¬ 
or more punitively than 
white youths. The Casey 
analysis found African- 
American youths are still 
“nearly five times more 
likely to be confined than 
their white peers. Latino 
and American Indian 
youth are between two and 
three times more likely to 
be confined.” 

Mark Soler, executive 
director of the Wash¬ 
ington-based Center for 


to assist with those costs. 
Gold said. 

DJJ reached an agree¬ 
ment with local counsel¬ 
ing agencies in which the 
organizations would offer 
their services at a reduced 
rate, he said. 

Inadditfon “The county 
attorney’s office is receiv¬ 
ing a gram to pay for coun¬ 
seling for juveniles and 
their families who don’t 
have insurance or medi¬ 
cal cards,” he said. 

The grant will also cov¬ 
er co-pays for those fami¬ 
lies who do have insur¬ 
ance, but might not have 
the funds to cover the co¬ 
pay, Gold said. "So money 
won’t be a barrier." 

Students who don’t warn 
to be part of the volun¬ 
tary program will be sent 
through the more tradi¬ 
tional model of juvenile 
justice. 

Those juveniles who are 
"a danger to themselves or 
others” will still be sent to 
a juvenile facility, Gold 
said. 

“I went from nervous to 
excited," Steiner said. "It’s 
been interesting trying to 
piece it all together." 

“It's a pilot project," 
Harris said, initiated in 
Henderson County by 
members of the communi¬ 
ty, "If it resolves the issues 
we’ve seen in Henderson it 
could very well be (imple¬ 
mented)" in other places, 
she said. 

“This will work if ev¬ 
eryone, juveniles and 
their families, buy into it, 
because it’s voluntary," 
Farris said. 

“We’ve learned that 
early interventkm works," 
Gold said. "Traditional law 
is set up to nut do anything 
until something bad hap¬ 
pens. This program can 
work. If someone goes into 
it with the right frame of 
mind it will work and be 
successful.” 


Children’s I .aw and Policy, 
said Casey’s advocacy for 
alternatives to juvenile 
detention has been "prob¬ 
ably the most effective" 
single tool in widespread 
reforms. 

Soler credits both Casey 
and the John D, and Cath¬ 
erine T, McArthur foun¬ 
dations for their comple¬ 
mentary and sometimes 
overlapping approaches to 
advocating for a reduction 
in unnecessary detentions 
without jeopardizing pub- 
lie safety.

Cats ‘swim’ to upset of Gators 


■ Kentucky enhances NCAA tourney chances with 61-57 win

LEXINGTON - Kentucky 
faces a difficult road to¬ 
ward an NCAA tourna¬ 
ment bid, but the Wildcats 
rallied past No. 11 Florida 
61-57 Saturday to help their 
cause with the committee. 

The Gators looked 
ready to hand a final blow 
to the Wildcats’ postsea¬ 
son hopes after a 19-5 run 
provided a 57-50 lead with 
7}6 minutes remaining, 
Kentucky responded by 
scoring the final 11 points 
of the game, boosting the 
Wildcats' NCAA pros¬ 
pects. 

The defending national 
champions {21-10, 12-6) 
need at least another win 
in next week’s Southeast¬ 
ern Conference tourna¬ 
ment to solidify their 
tournament chances, but 
beating Florida clinched 
the No. 2 seed, 

“They swam like heck," 
said Kentucky coach John 


Calipari, who used terms 
such as "sink or swim'' and 
“do or die" to describe his 
team’s chances on Friday. 
"In the last seven minutes, 
when it was in doubt, they 
swam like heck. When 
you're going to dr own, you 
want to die, don’t swim, if 
you want to live, the life 
raft is over there, you've 
got to swim to it 
“As a matter of fact, it's 
kind of breezing away 
from you, so you’re going 
to have to swim real hard, 
and they did." 

Kentucky’s win ended 
a two-game losing streak 
and increased the prospect 
that the Wildcats needed 
to win the SBC tourna¬ 
ment in Nashville to se¬ 
cure a bid. The Wildcats 
came away with their sec¬ 
ond win against a Top-25 
opponent — they also beat 
then-No. 16 Mississippi — 
and followed up another 
duality win against Mis¬ 
souri two weeks ago, 
Julius Mays’ two free 


throws with 9.4 seconds 
remaining capped Ken¬ 
tucky’s comeback, a fit¬ 
ting end for the fifth-year 
senior transfer playing his 
final regular season game 
for the Wildcats, He fin¬ 
ished with 13 points. 

“I have had big moments 
in my college career, but 
that one was probably 
my biggest one because 
we needed that win more 
than anything to keep our 
hopes alive," said Mays, 
honored before the game 
along with senior guard 
many Beckham, “l told 
coach when we went into 
that timeout that I wanted 
the balk He didn’t draw 
the play the way 1 ran it, 
but I wanted that ball and I 
wa nted to shoot those free 
throws,” 

Archie Goodwin’s nine 
second-half points set the 
stage for Kentucky’s rally. 
With the Wildcats tra i ling 
57-50, the freshma n scored 
five straight points and 
Ryan Harrow (13 points) 


added two free throws to 
tie the game. 

“I knew from the get-go 
that we were going to be 
able to do that,’’ Goodwin 
said. “When we played 
against Missouri, we were 
down 10 at one point and 
we came back and won the 
game, rt was just another 
one ofthose type moments 
where we got down, but 
we just had to fight and 
withstand that run. And 
wc did,” 

Freshman center Wil¬ 
lie Cauley-Stein* play¬ 
ing with four fouls, fol¬ 
lowed by taking a charge 
from F.rik Murphy with 
3:15 left. He added a free 
throw 12 seconds later for 
the lead a nd grabbed a key 
rebound with 53 seconds 
left lead ing to a free throw 
by Goodwin before Mays 
scaled it at the foul line. 

Alex Poythress added 
nine points and 12 re¬ 
bounds and Cauley-Stcin

Just to sec sumo playing 
time in this week’s Sweet 
16 will be an achievement 
in the comeback of Hen¬ 
derson County senior 
Brooke Tapp. 

After tearing her ACL in 
an AAU game in June and 
undergoing surgery, Tapp 
thought her high school 
basketball career was over. 
Gone would be a trip to the 
state tournament for her 
senior season with a team 
that was expected to win 
the Second Region title. 

“I didn’t think I was go¬ 
ing to be able to play. If 
anything, maybe warm¬ 
ups but not actually get 
in there and play with El- 
lie (Fruit, the team’s only 
other senior) and the other 
girls on the team,” Tapp 
said. “This is very impor¬ 
tant to me." 

So Tapp will be on the 
court when Henderson 
County faces Anderson 
County Wednesday at G30 
p.m. in the first round of 
the state tournament at 
Diddle Arena in Bowling 
Green. Since returning 
to action in early Janu¬ 
ary, Tapp has averaged 3,4 
points and 2.9 rebounds. 
That’s a far cry from the 
14,2 points and rt.l she av¬ 
eraged as a junior. 

“ For her to come back in 
six or seven months was a 
bonus,” Henderson Coun¬ 
ty coach Jelf Haile said. 


"Kile's still not 100 percent, 
but she’s given us some 
help, especially in the low 
post where we need expe¬ 
rience and depth. She has 
that same nose for the ball 
that she’s always had and 
she will get in there and 
battle for us" 

When she was injured 
while chasing a loose ball, 
Tapp thought her senior 
season was gone. 

"As soon as I went to the 


hospital and they told me 
I tore my ACT., I thought 
there goes everything — 
everything I worked for 
from my freshman year 
w my junior year,” Tapp 
said. “Playing my senior 
yea r was my dream. That’s 
what I wanted.That's what 
really kept me pushing. 
When I torn my ACT. and 
1 got the news, I thought 
my dreams were gone.” 

Even though her senior 


season wasn't what she 
had hoped for, she takes 
consolation from being 
able to play the last half 
of it. 

“Thank God that I’m 
able to play my senior year 
and even play at state," she 
said. 

The goal now for Tapp 
is to strengthen her knee 
as she prepares to play 
college basketball. She 
has verbally committed 


to Wabash Valley College 
in Mount Carmel, Ill. 

“1 know I’m not where I 
want to be. I know I have 
a lot of work to do to get 
ready for college," she said. 
"The whole summer I have 
to work hard. I’m going to 
come in here this summer 
with Coach Haile when they 
have conditioning and sum¬ 
mer camps so the transit ion 
from high school to college 
wi II be better for me.”

Free agency: Let the spending begin

Get ready for the feeding frenzy. 
NFL free agency is coming. 

OH Tuesday, with all 32 teams 
under the $123 million salary cap, 
the checkbooks open up. Some 
dubs, most notably Green Bay and 
Pittsburgh, barely will participate, 
while likely letting top receivers 
Greg Jennings and Mike Wallace 
leave for huge paydays elsewhere. 

That’s just their style, and build¬ 
ing from within surely has paid off: 
each team has won a Super Bowl in 
the last five seasons. 

Others will eagerly be at play¬ 
ers’ and agents’ doorsteps (figura¬ 
tively ancfpossibly literally) ready 
to hand out millions of dollars in 
salaries and bonuses. 

It’s not a process former team 
executive Bill Pollan particularly 
likes. 

“You have very, very tough deci¬ 
sions to make. I’ve often said you 
can’t be right in free agency,” Po¬ 
ll an says. 

“No general manager can be 
right in free agency. This system 
is designed to nave you make mis¬ 
takes (because) the union wants 
players to get paid, and people are 
going to make mistakes here. 

“So... at least from my perspec¬ 
tive, you try to eliminate as many 
mistakes as possible by taking as 
few risks as possible. Some people 
may see it differently. And that’s 
what makes the world go round." 

Already, the biggest potential 
prize has gone off the marketplace. 
League champion Baltimore held 
on to quarterback Joe Flacco with 
the richest per-season deal in NFL 
history: $120.6 million over six 
years, with$52 million guaranteed. 
Flacco gambled by playing out his 
rookie contract, and after a Super 
Bowl MVP performance to cap a 
sensational postseason, he won. 

And perhaps he set a trend. 

“A lot of guys are going to look 
at what Joe Flacco did and say, Tm 
going to do the same thing.’ * says 
former NFL personnel director Pat 
Kirwan. “And most of those guys 
will get burned.” 

That won’t happen until next 
year, of course, and this year's 
grab bag has its own attractions — 
albeit no franchise quarterbacks 
available. Indeed, maybe no start¬ 
ing QBs, unless someone has a lot 
of faith in Rex Grossman, Jason 
Campbell or one of the McCown 
brothers. 

While Flacco-type contracts 
won't be flung around, 20 or so 
players could wring impressive 
salaries out of the bidding wars. 
Pass rushers Paui Kruger of the 
Ravens, Cliff Avril of the Lions, 


Israel Idonijeof the Bears and Osi 
Umenyiora of the Giants figure to 
be high on general managers’ lists. 

Defensive back, particularly 
safety, has some intriguing possi¬ 
bilities: 2009 Defensive Player of 
the Year Charles Woodson, cut last 
month by the Packers: 2004 award 
winner Ed Reed of the Ravens: and 
Tampa Bay’s Ronde Barber. All of 
them are beyond the peak years — 
Barber turns 38 next month and 
could retire — making San Fran¬ 
cisco AII-Pro Dashon Goldson the 
most enticing prospect in the sec¬ 
ondary. 

The guys they have to cover are 
well represented in the free agency 
pool: New England's Wes Welker, 
Tampa Bay tight end Dallas Clark, 
Jennings and Wallace. 

For teams looking for a break¬ 
away threat at running back who 
also catches passes, Miami’s Reg¬ 
gie Bush is available. If they seek 
more bulk and power to go with 
some elusiveness, Steven Jackson 
has an option in his contract that 
could free him from the Rams. 

Several perennial Pro Bowl 
players are about to be free: Bears 
linebacker Brian Urlacher, Dol¬ 
phins left tackle Jake Long, Raiders 
unter Shane Leehler and Browns 
ick returner Joshua Cribbs. 

One difference in free agency 
now is how much each team is re¬ 
quired to spend in cash for play¬ 
ers. Over the next four-year period, 
every club must spend an average 
of 89 percent of the salary cap. So 
yes, those normally frugal teams 
such as Cincinnati and Jacksonville 
could take the cheap route for a 
couple of years and still get to that 
minimum. 

Several teams have as much as 
$40 million to spend, with a portion 


going to their selections in April's 
draft. Still, the Browns, Bengals, 
Colts, Dolphins, Buccaneers and 
Eagles are in fine shape should they 
decide to go on a spending spree. 

Or they can look for bargains, an 
approach that has worked often for 
the Patriots. Giants and 49ers, all 
of whom have Super Bowl appear¬ 
ances in their recent past. 

Among those attractive free 
agents who won't max out a team’s 
cap could be Vikings Pro Bowl full¬ 
back Jerome Felton: Jets tight end 
L>ustin Keller; Steclers comerback 
Keenan Lewis: 49ers DT Isaac So- 
poaga: Chargers LB Shaun Phillips: 
Titans LB Will Witherspoon; and 
a group of guards: Buffalo’s Andy 
Levitre, who also has played tackle 
and center. New England's Sebas¬ 
tian Vol Inter, and the Jets’ Brandon 
Moore. 

Dalian, who built the Bills, Pan¬ 
thers and Colts into Super Bowl 
teams and now works as an analyst 
for ESPN and SiriusXM, explains 
how teams approach the second¬ 
ary market. 

“If we can’t afford player A, let’s 
see how much different is player R, 
and how much different is player 
C,” Polian says. “In the end of the 
market and in the aftermarket, 
again, you're looking to fill needs 
almost always with reasonably 
priced players who are not at the 
same talent level or production 
level as the top guys.” 

So while there always is a furi¬ 
ous splurge by teams in the open¬ 
ing days of free agency, some of 
the best moves might come weeks 
later, perhaps after the draft in late 
April. 

“Lots of teams have benefited 
from waiting,” Kirwan says, “as dif¬ 
ficult as it might be to be patient."

injury.

Tapp, who was not ex¬ 
pected to play at all this 
season, returned to action 
in early January.

DORAL, Fla. - With one 
last birdie putt that never 
looked like it was going 
anywhere but in the hole, 
Tiger Woods walked off 
the Bine Monster in a fa¬ 
miliar position. 

He had a four-shot lead 
ova: Graeme McDowell 
in the Cadillac Cham¬ 
pionship, the 17th time 
on the PGA Tour that he 
has led by at least four 
shots going into the final 
round. Woods has never 
last when leading by that 
much on tour. 

Saturday at Doral was 
a reminder, however, how 
quickly it all can change. 

Woods knocked in a 
short birdie putt on the 
J5th hole to put six shots 
between him and McDow¬ 
ell 

Two holes later, after 
McDowell chipped in for 
eagle and Woods found 
himself staring some 20 
feet In the air at his golf 
ball lodged in a palm tree 
to the right of the 17th 
fairway, the lead was cut 
in half. 

Woods saved his best 
for the final hole. 

He drilled a tee shot into 
the fairway, hit 9-iron to 
15 feet and made his 24lh 
birdie of the tournament 
for a 5-under 67, putting 
him on the cusp of anoth¬ 
er World Golf Champion¬ 
ship and a big step toward 
returning to No. 1 in the 
world. 

“After I made birdie on 
15, I was looking pretty 
good with a six-shot lead, 
and with a drivable par 4,” 
Woods said, “Two holes 
later, it's now cut down 
to three. I piped a tee shot 
down there, hit a little 
9-iron there and was able 


to pour tha t putt in there.” 

The ball never came 
down from the t ree, which 
was about the only thing 
that didn't Jail his way. 

The 24 birdies and 74 
putts are personal records 
for Woods, More impor¬ 
tantly, it put him in great 
position to win his 17th 
WGC title, and his first 
since 2009. 

“He controlled every 
part of his game vay well, 
very few loose shots," said 
McDowell, who did well to 
two-putt for par from 85 
feet on the last hole for a 
69 that at least kept him in 
fina l group for Sunday. 

“You know, 17 was a re¬ 
ally bad break for him. But 
in true Tiger fashion that 
we’ve become very accus¬ 
tomed to over the years, 
to come back and birdie 
the last, he was fantastic 
today” he said. 

“So maximum respect 
there. He’s going to be a 


tough man to catch tomor¬ 
row. I get to watch it and 
get to see him, and hope¬ 
fully get a chance to get 
close to him tomorrow.” 

Woods has a 39-2 record 
when he has the outright 
lead going into the final 
round on the PGA Tour, 
The only time he has ever 
lost a lead of more than 
two shots in any tourna¬ 
ment around the world 
was in 2010 against an 13- 
man field at the Chevron 
World Challenge, when 
McDowell beat him in a 
playoff. 

McDowell certainly 
was up for the fight on a 
breezy, sunny afternoon 
near Miami, Despite a 
shaky stretch of holes that 
appea red to end his chanc¬ 
es, he drove just over the 
green on the par-416th and 
chipped in for eagle, and 
hit that putt across the 18th 
green that amazed even 
Woods. 


“He hit a hell of a putt,” 
Woods said.

New ‘Oz the Great and Powerful’ isn’t exactly either

“Oz the Great and Pow¬ 
erful” aims for nostalgia 
in older viewers who grew 
up on “The Wizard of Oz w 
and still hold the classic 
dear while simultane¬ 
ously enchanting a newer, 
younger audience. It never 
really accomplishes either 
successfully. 

A prequel to the 
groundbreaking 1939 
film. “Oz” can be very 
pretty but also overlong 
and repetitive, with a plot 
that's more plodding that 
dazzling. Director Sam 
Raimi also is trying to 
find his own balance here 
between creating a big- 
budget, 3-D blockbuster 
and placing his signature 
stamp of kitschy, darkly 
humorous horror. He’s 
done the lavish CGI thing 
before, with diminishing 
results, in the “Spider- 
Man” trilogy, but here he 
has the daunting task of 
doing so while mining an 
even more treasured pop 
-culture phenomenon. 

The results are under¬ 
standably inconsistent. 
“Oz" features a couple of 
fun performances, a hand¬ 
ful of witty lines, some 
clever details and spec¬ 
tacular costumes. And it’s 
all punctuated by a Danny 
Elfman score that serves 
as a reminder of how simi¬ 
lar this cffccts-ladcn ex¬ 
travaganza is to the latter- 
day (and mediocre) work 
of Elfman’s frequent col¬ 
laborator, Tim Burton — 
specifically, 2010’S “Alice 
in Wonderland,” also from 
Disney. 

At its center is a miscast

James Franco, co-star of 
Raimi's “Spider-Man" 
movies, as the circus 
huckster who becomes the 
reluctant Wizard of Oz. 
On the page (in the script 
From Mitchell Kapner and 
David Lindsay-Abaire), 
Franco’s selfish, schem¬ 
ing womanizer provides 
an early glimpse of the fa¬ 
mous fraud that Dorothy 
Gale and her posse of new 
pals will go on to expose. 
But Franco seems too boy¬ 
ish for the rule; he’s nei¬ 
ther charismatic nor self- 
loathing enough and his 
performance frequently 
consists of hammy goof¬ 
ing. So when his charac¬ 
ter does have a change of 
heart and decides to ac¬ 
cept his destiny as a no¬ 
ble and inspiring leader, it 
rings hollow. 

Before he gets there, 
though, he must journey 
through the Technicolor- 
tinted splendor of this 
wildly dreamlike place 
— much of which resem¬ 
bles one of those Thomas 
Kinkadc paintings you’d 
see at the mall — not once 
but many times, which 
feels redundant. But then 
again, so does the whole 
structure of the film itself. 

Like Dorothy, Franco's 
Oscar Diggs is whisked 
away from sepia-toned, 
rural Kansas of1905 (pro¬ 
jected in slightly boxier 
Academy ratio, a nice 
touch) through a tornado 
to the vibrantly hued, 
magical land that just 
happens to bear his nick¬ 
name: Oz. Like Dorothy, 
ho wal ks along the yellow 


brick road with some new 
companions who have tics 
to his old life back home: 
a wisecracking, flying 
monkey (voiced by Zach 
Braff, channeling Billy 
Crystal) and a sprightly 
but resourceful china doll 
(voiced by Joey King), 

And like Dorothy, once 
he reaches his destination, 
he must face a witch. But 
which witch is which? You 
see, there arc three, one of 
whom is the t ruly wicked 
one. 

First, he meets the 
beautiful and naive Theo¬ 
dora (Mila Kunis), who be¬ 
lieves he is the wonderful 


wizard her father, the 
king, said would come 
to save Oz in a prophecy 
before he was killed. Ku¬ 
nis is weirdly stiff and 
subdued in these early 
scenes, which squander 
her inherent spark; later, 
as Theodora evolves, she 
screeches in a tone that’s 
reminiscent of her “Fam¬ 
ily Guy" character, the 
awkward teenage Meg, 
screaming at her brother 
Chris to get out of her 
room. 

Ncxt comes Theodora’s 
sophisticated and deceit¬ 
ful sister, Evanora (a fun¬ 
ny, vampy Rachel Wcisz), 


who rules over Emerald 
City as its protector and 
fills Oz in on the riches 
that could behisifheful- 
fills the prophecy, kills 
the Wicked Witch and 
becomes the king. 

Finally, there’s Glinda 
the Good Witch, played 
by a sweetly ethereal Mi¬ 
chelle Williams. She also 
appears in the Kansas 
prelude as a young wom¬ 
an who’s clearly smitten 
by Oz and hesitant to ac¬ 
cept a marriage proposal 
from another man. (If 
she marries him, by the 
way, her last name will 
be Gale.) 


“Oz the Great and Pow¬ 
erful" plays with the no¬ 
tion of making people 
believe through spectacle 
and trickery — that what 
you see is more important 
than what you actually 
et. It’s Oz's bread and 
utter and it’s a primary 
tenet of the moviemaking 
process itself, of course. 
But this time, something 
is missing in the magic. 

“Oz the Great and Pow¬ 
erful,” a Disney release, is 
rated PG for sequences of 
action and scary images, 
and brief mild language. 
Running time: 130 min¬ 
utes. Two stars out of Jour.

White bass runs coming in the next few weeks

FRANKFORT - Some old-time anglers in 
Kentucky say the white bass run when 
the redbud trees bloom in spring. Others 
say they run when the dogwoods bloom. 

Fisheries biologists say don’t watch the 
trees, watch the water temperatures. 

“White bass begin their spring spawn¬ 
ing runs when the water temperatures 
reach the low 50s,” said Gerry Buynak, 
assistant director of fisheries for the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “It is just around the corner.” 

Water tempe ratures are i n the high 40s 
right now. This means white bass could 
be showing up in the headwaters of Cave 
Run Lake, Herrington Lake, Noiin River 
Lake, Lake Cumberland and in the Green 
and Kentucky rivers within a couple of 
weeks. White bass need warming water 
and good flow, not doodwaters, to make 
their spawning runs. 

When the white bass make their run, 
the water in the narrow headwaters of 
these lakes and the tailwaters below the 
locks and dams turns frothy. White bass 
pin schools of baitfish against the surface 
and rip through them, creating a situa¬ 
tion anglers call the “jumps." While in the 
jumps, any shad-imitating lure thrown 
into the melee usually gets crushed with 
a few moments. 

This exciting fishing is the reason gen¬ 
erations of Kentuckians look forward each 


spring to catch a limit ofwhite bass. There 
really is no other fishing like it in the state. 

The Kentucky River is one of the over¬ 
looked white bass destinations in Ken¬ 
tucky since a stocking program that ran 
from 2006 to 2010 bolstered their mori¬ 
bund populations in the river. 

“White bass arc reproducing in the 
Kentucky River when conditions are 
right,” Buynak explained. “That was a goal 
of the stocking program to get reproduc¬ 
ing populations of white bass back in the 
river” 

The white bass fishing below the 14 
locks and dams on Kentucky River may 
heat up a little earlier than other waters if 
we have warm days and rains in the next 
couple of weeks. White bass also have 
productive runs up the first few miles of 
major tributaries such as Hlkhorn Greek 
in central Kentucky, 

Ndin River Lake has arguably the best 
population of white bass in Kentucky. 
They congregate in the upper lake above 
Bacon Creek and run as far upstream as 
Wheeler’s Mill from early March to early 
April. Boating just upstream of Bacon 
Creek is nearly impossible as the Noiin 
River returns to its natural, rocky shallow 
state just upstream of this ramp. 

The white bass runs up the Dix River 
from Herrington Lake drew anglers front 
near and far during their heyday in the 
1940s and 1950s. Old Ford and Chevy 
trucks with huge white walled tires, step 
side beds and rounded features lined the

for productive white bass fishing during the 
spring runs. This fishery is on the rebound. 
The spring white bass runs give anglers all 
over Kentucky a chance at some of the most 
exciting fishing to be round, 

shoulders of Kentucky 52 on both sides 
of the Dix River Bridge dur ing that time. 
Anglers lined the bank ofthe Dix River in 
Rankin Bottoms in Herrington's extreme 
headwaters, casting minnows suspended 


under brown cork bobbers with mewl 
fishing rods and catching fat white bass 
after fat white bass. 

The fishery bottomed out in the late 
1990s and early 2000s T like white bass 
populations across the southea ster n Unit¬ 
ed States, A return to more typical spring 
rains have Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
fisheries biologists believing the glory 
days are back. They see many fish in the 
14-inch range in their population sampling 
with larger fish present. 

A risers may access excellent hank fish¬ 
ing in Rankin Bottoms via the Rankin Bot¬ 
toms Voluntary Public Access Area CVPA) 
near the Kentucky 52 Bridge over DLx 
River between Lancaster and Danville. 

Cave Run lake has many white bass in 
the 12- to 14-inch range with many larger 
fish In the population. The headwaters 
area of the lake from Beaver Creek up¬ 
stream offers excellent white bass fishing 
during the spring runs. Boaters must be 
ca refill in this area as both the main Lick¬ 
ing River arm and the North Fork of Lick¬ 
ing River arm hold tremendous numbers 
otsuhmerged trees that pose a threat to a 
boart bottom and the motor s lower unit. 

The lower Green River from Lock and 
Dam No, 3 at Rochester downstream to its 
mouth at Henderson offers surprisingly 
good white bass fishing. The mouths of 
major tributaries such as the Pond River 
at Jewel City and the mouth of the Rough 
River at Livermore hold white bass from 
mid-March to mid-April.

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Contest for Sochi figure skating medals to begin at worlds

Sarah Hughe!; was hard¬ 
ly a stranger to the interna¬ 
tional scene when she ar¬ 
rived at the World Figure 
Skating Championships 
in 2001. She had a bronze 
medal from the Grand Prix 
Final and, if she wasn’t in 
the same sentence with 
Michelle Kwan and Irina 
Slutskaya, she was cer¬ 
tainly in the conversation. 

By finishing third at 
those all-important worlds 
the year before the Salt 


Lake City Games, how¬ 
ever, Hughes upped her 
medal-contending cred¬ 
ibility — with the judges, 
with other skaters and 
with the public. 

A year later, she was the 
Olympic champion. 

’‘Getting the third place 
was really a breakthrough 
for me there,” Hughes re¬ 
called. “ft was so hard and 
so difficult forme to get that 
third place. I was just fight¬ 
ing and fighting and fighting 
to try and get that necogni 
tion, ... It gave me a lot of 
confidence going into the 


summer because the sum¬ 
mer before the Olympics Is 
really, really important. It 
seems like you have a lot of 
time before the games, but 
you blink your eyes and it's 
here.” 

The world champion¬ 
ships begin Wednesday in 
London. Ontario, and the 
main priority for skaters is 
to secure spots — several 
of them, preferably — for 
their country at next win¬ 
ter's Sochi Olympics. Ash¬ 
ley Wagner and Grade Gold 
have a tough task to get back 
the third spot that was once 


the birthright of US worn 
en, needing a combined 
placement of 13 or better 
(finishing fifth and eighth, 
for example). Same goes for 
Max Aaron and Ross Min¬ 
er. It’s even tougher for the 
American pairs, who might 
need to overadiieve in their 
first world appearances just 
to hang on to two spots for 
Sochi 

The only discipline 
where the Americans are 
all but assured of having 
the maximum three spots 
in Sochi is ice dance. Mer¬ 
yl Davis and Charlie White 


have been trading the ma - 
jor titles with Canada’s 
Tfessa Virtue and Scott 
Moir since the Vancouver 
Olympics, and worlds isn't 
likely to be any different. 

But positioning their 
country isn’t the skaters’ 
only concern. They need 
to position themselves, 
knowing that a title or 
a medal at the year-out 
worlds is often a spring¬ 
board to Olympic success. 

Just look at the history. 
The only skaters to be¬ 
come Olympic champions 
without already having 


been a medalist at worlds 

— and often, but not al¬ 
ways, a world champion 

— were way back in 1920. 
And that was likely only 
because World War l had 
wiped out the world cham¬ 
pionships from 1915-1921. 

“It was just solidifying 
where I was at ” said Tara 
lipinski, who followed her 
world title in J997 witli gold 
at the Nagano Olympics the 
next year. “I knew at the time 
if I came in 15th, winning the 
Olympics the next year — 
anything can happen the next 
year, anything*. possible. 1 "

Then there’s a teddy- 
bear of a pooch named 
Morgan and a bronking 
hull of a dog named Ruck 
While many of New 
Hope's residents haven't 
exactly led storybook ex¬ 
istences thus far in their

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Eliminating fire blight in fruit trees often proves difficult 


During the 2012 grow¬ 
ing season* fire blight in¬ 
fections were very severe 
in a handful of trees such 
as ornamental pears, fruit¬ 
ing pears, crabapples and 
apples i n the home orchard 
and landscape. 

Warm spring weather 
and rainstorms during the 
bloom period helped cre¬ 
ate a very good recipe for 
fire blight infections. For 
growers who want to take 
preventive action,the lime 
ls near. 

Fire blight is a bacte¬ 
rial disease that typically 
affects trees and survives 
from one year to the next at 
the margins of previously 
formed branch and trunk 
cankers. Conditions favor¬ 
ing the disease include high 
humidity or rainy condi¬ 
tions with temperatures 
between 65 and 75 degrees. 



H igh-impact event s p 
such as wind-driven rain 
and hail, can result in an 
increase in disease inci¬ 
dence. 

Looking back one year 
ago, late February brought 
a hailstorm to many parts 
of Henderson County 
which could have contrib¬ 
uted to the severe outbreak 
of lire blight. 

According to Nicole 
Ward* University of Ken¬ 
tucky extension plant pa¬ 
thologist* the fire blight 
bacterium overw inters 


primarily in cankered or 
diseased branches and 
trunks. 

During spring, bacteria- 
laden ooze is exuded from 
canker margins. Splash¬ 
ing rain and insects carry 
the pathogen to blossoms, 
and bees further spread the 
pathogen as they pollinate. 

If the weather is warm 
and rainy* the bacteria can 
double in a few hours and 
millions of bacteria cells 
can colonize flower parts. 

Pollinators such as bees 
and others then spread 
the bacterial pathogen as 
they move from flower to 
flower. Infections not only 
affect blossoms, but stem 
shoots can be infected as 
well. 

Battling fire blight can 
be very difficult. One 
method is pruning. Grow¬ 
ers should remove all 


damaged, dead or d iseased 
wood from trees before 
bacteria become active 
(during dormancy). 

Identify blight-damaged 
stems by the dark-colored 
or burned-looking bark 
and remove. This will help 
remove infection sources 
of the inoculum. 

During bud swell or late 
dormancy, an application 
ofa copper fungicide (fixed 
copper) should be applied. 
A copper application 
should reduce amounts 
of bacterium present on 
branches and spurs, reduc¬ 
ing risk for disease devel¬ 
opment. 

Do not apply copper af¬ 
ter Y* inch green leaf stage 
or if any green is showing* 
as this could damage the 
developing foliage. 

Beginning at the first 
sign of open blossoms. 


Streptomycin, a bacte¬ 
ricide, is another option 
that can be sprayed dur¬ 
ing bloom. To be success¬ 
ful, streptomycin has to 
be sprayed every four to 
five days during bloom. A 
minimum of two applica¬ 
tions should be sprayed for 
success. 

Most home orchards are 
not sprayed with strepto¬ 
mycin because the product 
may not be readily avail¬ 
able, so the copper appli¬ 
cation is very critical 

Fire blight control is 
very difficult and the dis¬ 
ease management steps 
may help* but infection 
could still occur.

Stained-glass art takes time, practice

Stained glass is an art 
form that has been en¬ 
joyed by artisan and on¬ 
looker alike for centuries, 
Tt's quire a process, but if 
you are a crafter with pa¬ 
tience and tough skin on 
your lingers, you, too, can 
survive a stained-glass 
project. 

We have a good friend 
who taught us to respect 
the art of stained glass as 
he demonstrated the pro¬ 
cess, step by step, 

Stained glass is a proj¬ 
ect that probably isn’t a 
one-time thing. Either 
you'll be hooked, and cre¬ 
ate the most gorgeous 
home-decor items and 
gifts, or you'll give it up 
and go back to Basket 
Weaving 101. 

But for those interested, 
you can get further infor¬ 
mation by looking into 
hobby shops in your a rea 
that carry stained-glass 
supplies. 

They may even offer 
classes. These are also 
great places to buy the 
tools you need as well as 
videos, patterns and how¬ 
to books. 

Good luck and be care¬ 
ful. And don’t forget to 
wear safety glasses!

If you are a crafter with patience and tough fingers, you, tee, 
can survive a stained-glass project. 


First, start with a plan 
or a design you would like 
to replicate. It should be 
drawn out in full scale. 
And, as you will be work¬ 
ing directly on the plan, 
copies or blueprints of 
your design should be 
made. 

Next is the placement 
of textured and colored 
glass. Just place a piece 
of glass over the copy of 
your design, and mark the 
outline of the edges. 

When cutting the glass, 
remember that you are 
not really ’'cutting" at all 
— you are simply scoring 
a fault line in the surface 
where, when pressure is 
applied, the glass should 
break. 

This is the part of the 
project that takes the most 
practice — press too light¬ 
ly and you will not get a 
good score (and the glass 
won’t break correctly). 

If you press too hard, 
the glass could chip. Make 
sure to score the glass just 
outside of t he outline that 
you drew. 

It is important to 


remember when cut¬ 
ting glass to think of full 
through cuts. Carefully 
snap the glass apart along 
the score line using the 
running pliers. 

With all the pieces 
available to fill in your 
design, it's time to fur¬ 
ther perfect the lit of each 
piece. This is where you 
use the watcr-coolcd glass 
grinder. 

Grind each piece down 
to its final size, taking 
off the little extra that 
you left as you snapped 
the pieces to size. Then 
dry the pieces and check 
them for lit on the pattern 
If there are any imperfec¬ 
tions after you’ve checked 
the fit, regrind the piece if 
necessary. 

Now, all the edges of 
the glass pieces need to be 
sealed with a copper foil. 
To apply the copper foil, 
place an edge of the glass 
against the center of the 
adhesive side of the foil 
and continue to place the 
foil around the perimeter 
of the glass until you over¬ 
lap the starting point by 


approximately i/B inch. 

Next, use a burnish¬ 
ing tool to rub the foil 
firmly onto the edges of 
the glass, then carefully 
press the remaining foil 
onto the from and back 
face of the glass and bur¬ 
nish into place. 

Continue this process 
for each piece of your de¬ 
sign. When you've finally 
finished tbc foiling on all 
pieces of glass, it's time to 
solder. 

Make sure before you 
begin soldering that the 
pieces are in place and 
squared up. Start by us¬ 
ing a Q -tip or similar item, 
and brush a light coat of 
flux on the copper-foil 
seams. With a hot solder¬ 
ing iron, press the tip to 
a seam and add solder. Be 
careful — hot solder is 
molten lead and it burns! 

You will want to work 
quickly as overheating a 
joint can cause the glass 
to crack. If you notice that 
the solder is bubbling ex¬ 
cessively, or the solder 
line is pitted, you arc us¬ 
ing too much flux. If so, 
quickly reheat to smooth 
the seam, 

A properly soldered 
seam has a raised bead 
of solder along the length 
of the seam, and it is this 
bead tha t gives the project 
its strength. 

After soldering one 
side, carefully turn the 
project over and solder 
the other side, too. Va rious 
patina solutions can then 
be added to change the 
silver seams to a dull gray 
or other color, but these 
then must be neutralized 
to prevent corrosion. 

Continue in this fashion 
until you have your entire 
design soldered together.

Turntable restorers helping analog audio make comeback 


■ Fans prefer vintage 
components’ rich sound

“This is my technical 
hobby and passion.” 

Those words gTeet who¬ 
ever reads Marian Ha lock¬ 
er’s Craigslisl ad under the 
title: “Vintage r l\irntablcs," 

I ndeed, stacks of vintage 
turntables, receivers and 
speakers line the garage of 
Halecker’s Granite Bay, Ca¬ 
lif., home, evidence enough 
that this 51-year-old is 
passionate about analog 
sound. 

These days, analog 
sound born from vinyl- 
playing vintage turntables, 
receivers and speakers is 
making a comeback, and 
finding an ear with both 
young and old music lovers. 

The result is a grow¬ 
ing cottage industry in 
the repair, reconditioning 
and sale of vintage compo¬ 
nents — whose typieally 
wood-framed and solid- 
metal construction and 
electronics offer a fed, 
look and sound different 
from today’s sleek digital 
machines. 

It’s an industry that has 
less to do with money than 
with a love for analogue’s 
deep, rich and vibrant 
sound, an experience that 
eludes those who indulge 
only in digital music. 

Halecker works as a Kai¬ 
ser Fermanentc health cate 
worker by day, so she’s no 
big-time seller, but she’s 
dedicated to her side proj¬ 
ect. 

“This is not a business. 
1 want to help people get 


back into analog," Halecker 
said. “I don’t part with my 
"babies’ to just anyone.” 

Typically, she sells a unit 
every six weeks. The cost 
can range from SfSG to $200. 
And she won’t sell what she 
calls her “reconditioned 
beauties,” which include 
brands like Technics and 
Pioneer, to just anyone. 

She vets customers 
closely by phone to assess 
their interest, A love for 
analog and a respect for 
vintage equipment must 
come through, otherwise 
the sale is olf. Flippers and 
dilettantes do not pass 
muster. 

Young adopters with 


a curiosity for analog 
sound? Those she eagerly 
welcomes. 

“Now younger folks 
are getting their parents' 
old-school equipment and 
they think it sounds really 
cool, the way we did," said 
Halecker. “They notice the 
sound is really good and 
they’re getting into vinyl." 

The most striking evi¬ 
dence of how people are 
getting into vinyl, and into 
vi ntage audio equipment by 
proxy, is the large jump in 
vinyl sales in 2012 recorded 
by Nielse n SoundScan. 

For the fifth year in a 
row, more vinyl albums 
were sold than any other 
year since Nielsen first 
tracked such sales, in 1991. 
In 2012, vinyl-album sales 
reached $4.6 million. 

Album numbers are 
tiny compared with what’s

sold in the digital realm. 
Jack White’s vinyl release 
“Blunderbuss" took the 
top spot in 2012 by selling 
34,000 vinyl copies. 

The top-selling digital 
album in 2012 — Addc’s 
“21" — saw more than 1 
million downloads. While 
the numbers pale in com¬ 
parison, the vinyl-sale in¬ 
creases suggest a strong 
niche market. 

And that is bringing 
customers to Halecfcer’s 
ga rage door. Many of them 
are revisiting the musical 


charms of their youth, she 

said. 

These include the ap¬ 
peal of album cover a rl and 
liner notes, and the differ¬ 
ent aesthetic of listening 
to a whole side of a record 
rather than jumping from 
one single to another as is 
done on digital devices. 

“Folks came to me want¬ 
ing to reconnect with their 
memories, and with that 
sound,” said Halecker. 
“They often state that it 
sounds better, wanner, full¬ 
er, more dynamic — more 


Like listening to the artist 
on the stage." 

For Ha lecker, who grew 
up in Irving, Texas, the 
passion for refurbishing 
vintage units is a return to 
her past, too. 

"‘My dad and I used bo sit 
together splicing reel-to- 
reels and listening to mu sic 
when I was younger,” she 
said, “I would watch him 
interact with his stereo, 
customizing the sound, 
recording and editing 
tweaking it just right for 
his taste."

■ Cod dishes ideal 
for Lenten dinners

If there is one food that enabled world history to de¬ 
velop as it did, it may be the codfish. 

In fact, food researcher Mark Kurlansky wrote a book 
about it — “Cod: A Biography of the Fish that Changed 
the World" (1998). 

By the time Lei f E ricson discovered North America i n 
the 11th century, the plentiful cod had become indispens¬ 
able to Northern Europe, 

Nordic fisher men discovered that if cod were dried in 
the cold ocean a ir„ it made for a long-lasting — and easily 
renewable — food source that could carry them from 
Scandinavia to Iceland to inhospitable, rocky Greenland 
and the harsh coast of eastern Canada — and bach again. 

Later, salted dried cod enabled the Basques to voyage 
long distances and bring back whale meat to satisfy Eu¬ 
ropean appetites during the Middle Ages. 

Dried and salted cod spent centuries as a popular pro¬ 
tein staple all around the world because of its keeping 
properties and abundance. Yet. because it was common 
and cheap, it was thought of as an interior fish. 

I ronically, the abundance of cod fostered a dependence 
upon it. Overfishing to supply that dependence has re¬ 
sulted in a shortage. 

The population of cod in the western North Atlantic 
is a fraction of what it was before the mid-20th century. 
According to the entry for Atlantic cod in the Encyclo¬ 
pedia of Life, cod was once on the top of the food chain 
in the area, and preyed heavily on smaller fish and crabs. 

After the cod population was reduced heavily by fish¬ 
ing, the population of these smaller carnivores exploded 
and now they devour so many cod eggs and hatchlings 
that cod may never naturally reassert itself, even in the 
absence of over fishing. 

Regulations by the National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration have imposed strict limits on the take of 
Atlantic cod, but even stricter limits maybe forthcoming. 

As a result, cod relatives whiting, hake and haddock 
have gained more importance, while fresh cod has be¬ 
come much rarer than before and, accordingly, more 
highly prized and more expensive. 

When you do find fresh North Atlantic cod, it is very 
much a treat. 

The environmentally conscious may prefer to forgo 
fresh cod in favor of one of its more plentiful relatives, 
such as haddock or whiting, although these are more 
likely to be found frozen. 

All are dense, mild-flavored, lean fish with fiaky white 
flesh. They are best cooked simply, baked with butter and 
lemon or a light breadcrumb coat ing. Consider such fish 
for a light Lenten meal. 

It is important not to overcook cod or similar fish. Be¬ 
cause oft heir leanness and delicacy, they easily dry out, 
flake apart or become rubbery.

In honor of St. Patrick’s Day I 
have packed four Irish Ingredients 
into one tasty little appetizer — 
oysters, cabbage, Guinness stout 
and Col man’s Mustard. 

The skeptics 
among you arc claiming that ful¬ 
ly half of those ingredients — the 
oysters and Col man’s — are ring¬ 
ers?

Bacon, garlic team up 
for ultimate roasted chicken

There is just something about roasted 
chicken that comforts, nourishes and sat¬ 
isfies like nothing else, especially when 
the wind is howling and It is cold outside. 

Not too long ago, I went to visit a friend 
and when I walked into her house I had 
to take a deep breath to savor the aromas 
coming From the kitchen, 

I couldn't keep my stomach from growl¬ 
ing; her house smelled divine. Naturally, 

1 had to follow my nose and take a peek 
in the oven, 

Her British-born mother was roasting 
a chicken for Sunday supper. Not such an 
unusual occurrence, in and of itself. 

But when I looked at the chicken, I saw 
that the breast was blanketed in bacon, 
adding to the intoxicating roasting smells, 
not to mention a good deal of flavor to 
both the meat and the drippings. 

I knew that I had to take this English 
farmhouse tip home. My friend’s mother 
brushed off my questions with a roll of the 
eyes, suggesting this really was the only 
way to roast a chicken. 

Of course. 1wrap many things in bacon 
and it has saved many an average meal 
for me. But ] have never wrapped a whole 
chicken. 

The thing that I loved the most about 
her technique was that the chicken was 
decidedly not wrapped; the bacon was 
almost haphazardly placed on top of the 
chicken like a blanket. It was there to aid 
in the cooking process, not necessarily be 
part of the finished dish. 

1 decided to add this technique to my 
recipe for chicken with 40 cloves of garlic 
and shallots.

But many consumers 
are not even aware there 
are risks associated with 
social networking.

Part of being a respon¬ 
sible consumer is knowing 
that companies, hackers 
and other unsavory types 
are watching you and your 
profile.

■ Your biographical in¬ 
formation. such as where 
you went to school, where 
you work and where you 
live 

■ Your status updates 
and posts 

■ Your friends and oth¬ 
er contacts 

■ What y«u like to read, 
buy and do for fun 

■ Where you are 
RIGHT NOW! 

Social media sites get 
all this information le¬ 
gally and easily. Other 
people can find all this out, 
too. “Public* posts can be 
found and used by a nyone. 

Most networking sites 
allow you to post some 
things as “private* and 



make your profile acces¬ 
sible only to your friends. 

But there is a limit on 
what you can make pri¬ 
vate. Some groups can still 
view your full profile by 
filing third-party applica¬ 
tions with websites. 

Many people want your 
information. Advertisers 
want it to better target 
their ads toward your in¬ 
terests. Third-party soft¬ 
ware developers want to 
use your profile to person¬ 
alize apps. 

Scammers could use 
your online information 
to steal your identity or to 
implant malware on your 
(or a friend’s) computer. 

To protect yourself from 
those looking to get too 
much information about 
you, try some of these 
methods: 

■ Be aware of your so¬ 
cial network’s privacy 
policy and when and if 
it changes. Remember 
it can be changed at any 
time without permission 
or notification. 

■ NEVER post your ad¬ 
dress, phone number, email 
address or birth date.

{which make the batter light) and al¬ 
cohol (which amplifies flavor even if 
you don’t taste the alcohol itself). 

As for the sauteing, a couple years ago 
I learned how well it worked as a frying 
substitute when I used the technique on 
beer-battered shrimp, llirns out it works 
just as well on oysters. 

As a result, this recipe requires only 
a single tablespoon of oil, instead of the 
4 cups usually called for in deep-fat fry¬ 
ing. And the oysters turn out with a nice 
(albeit not so stiff) crust. That said, a non¬ 
stick pan is a must for this recipe. 

Now I just needed to sauce them up a 
bit* which brings us to GolnmTs Mustard. 
I know it's made in Fngland T not Ireland, 
but that’s dose enough for me. Please 
believe it; Colman's has been crossing 
the border to the Emerald Isle for ages 
and it’s widely available in our own su¬ 
permarkets. 

What I love about Colmatfs is that it + s 
seriously hot, very reminiscent in its tear- 
inducing, nasal-cleansing potency of the 
equally scorching Chinese musta rd many 
of us love. I added a generous dollop of 
the stuff to a combo of mayo and Greek 
yogurt, a long with some chopped pickles. 

The only thing missing now was a nod 
to one of Ireland's favorite vegetables af¬ 
ter the potato, namely cabbage, 

So I topped this appetizer with a tidy 
little mix of shredded cabbage and car¬ 
rots, tossed simply with cider vinegar, 
sugar and salt. 

The acid in this topping provides a 
tangy counterbalance to the breaded 
oyster with its creamy sauce. The whole 
concoction came together very nicely. A 
true ode to Ireland.

When Renee Pedro bought a 
house with midcentury decor, she 
decided to embrace the look. 

Drawing inspiration from the 
1963 Philco oven in her kitchen, 
she began hunting for towels and 
table linens with a mod ’60s vibe to 
complement the appliance. 

“That oven was my style. My 
thing, 1 ' sa ki PLKlrevofFfuladdphia, 

She was disappointed by the 
lack of choices, and in 2009 began 
looking for a way tocrcatc her own 
textiles to decorate the kitchen. 1 
couldn't find something that fit my 
aesthetic, so I decided to make it,” 
she said. 

After a year of looking online, 
she found a company that would 
allow her to design her own fab¬ 
ric. Now she runs her own online 
business, Crashpaddcsigns.com, 
selling tea towels, pillow cases 
and table Linens in mod, bright, 
geometric or flowered patterns 
that she designs herself. 

Many companies have begun 
to offer consumers the chance to 
create custom fabrics and wall¬ 
papers. Advances in printing 
have made it more affordable to 
create small runs, and to make 
high-quality products faster and 
cheaper, sa id Aaron Kirsch, presi¬ 
dent of Astck Wallcovering Inc. 
inVanNuys, Calif. 

He sells directly to consum¬ 
ers via his company's website, 
Designyourwall.com. The com¬ 
pany' also makes custom products 
for the fashion, hospitality and 
motion picture industries. De¬ 
mand for the custom products has 
been steadily rising, Kirsch said. 

“Custom wall covering... has 
gone ballistic,” he said. 

Homeowners can create their 
own wall covering for about $6.50 
a square foot, he said.

Custom fabrics run about $18

You can upload phoios, origi¬ 
nal artwork or computer-gener¬ 
ated designs on her company’s 
website. Fabricondemand.com. 

Some manufacturers have 
designers who help customers 
develop the look they want. Do- 
it-yourself designers can usually 
preview the order online or or¬ 
der a sample piece. It normally 
takes less than a month for or¬ 
ders to be processed 

Nile Johnson of Nile John¬ 
son Interior Design in Kcnnctt 
Square, Pa., said custom pieces 
help his firm accomplish its goal 
of creating spaces that reflect a 
client's personality. 

“If really helps the interior 
show and breathe who they are," 
he said. “It’s not just pretty. It’s 
not just functional. It tells their 
story.”

Key ingredients when 
remodeling kitchen: 
preparation, patience

It’s no secret to Realtors 
that fabulous kitchens sell 
homes. Improve the room 
used primarily for food 
preparation, and the entire 
bouse will feel homier to 
residents, guests and pro¬ 
spective buyers alike. 

The appeal of a modern 
kitchen is so powerful that 
Robert Criner, president 
of Criner Remodeling, a 
tome-remodeling company 
in Newport News, Va„ says 
homeowners should consid¬ 
er remodeling an outdated 
or dysfunctional kitchen 
regardless ofhow long they 
intend to keep the home 

“A lot of people think they 
aren’t going to sell for two 
or three years," Criner says. 
“Then they realize right 
before they decide to sell; I 
have to put a face-lift on the 
kitchen. Why not do it now, 
and enjoy it for three or flair 
years, and then it’s modern¬ 
ized and ready to sell when 
you get to that point?" 

The first step in a major 
kitchen-remodeling project 
should Ik an inspection by 
a structural engineer, says 
Gary Henley, president of 
Henley Homes, a home- 
remodeling company in 
Liberty Hill/iex as. 

Some homeowners are 
tempted to dive right in, 
tearing out walls them¬ 
selves to save time, but Hen¬ 
ley says proper investigative 
work upfront is crucial to 
ensure the remodeling work 
is structurally sound. 

Patience is required as 
well. 

“You see these programs 
that do a kitchen in three 
days,” Henley says. “People 
in the real world know that’s 
not practical, A set of cus¬ 
tom cabinets takes about 
four weeks to get built from 
the time you put them in 
production. You can buy 
off-the-shel fcabinetry; but it 
pmbably won’t fit the space 
the way the homeowners 
want it to fit” 

The so-called work tri¬ 
angle that connects the 
sink, refrigerator and stove 
is a time-honored principal 


of kitchen design. The tra¬ 
ditional school of thought 
aims to minimize steps 
along the sides of the tria n¬ 
gle to save time during meal 
preparation. 

A second principal in¬ 
volves what builders call 
“landing" areas, or zones 
near the points of the tri¬ 
angle. 

“If you want to open the 
refrigerator and you have 
things in your hands, what 
do you do with them?" 
Bateman asks. “Do you try 
to hold them and open the 
door? No. Generally, you 
have a la ndi ng zone behind 
you on an island or to the 
right or left. If someone 
designs a refrigerator with¬ 
out a landing zone nearby, 
they’re not doing their cus¬ 
tomer justice.” 

A landing area near a 
microwave oven or other 
frequently used appliance 
can be useful. 

Inadequate countertop 
space vies with inconve¬ 
nient cupboards among the 
reasons why people dislike 
their kitchens, so smart stor¬ 
age can be a big plus when 
remodeling a kitchen. 

“Today, we’re putting a 
lot more time and energy 
into a better (designed) and 
more functional kitchen 
with better storage, more 
accessible storage and less 
wasted space," Criner says. 

Another option is draw¬ 
ers, which Criner says can 
now be deeper, HKi percent 
accessible, positioned at 
comfortable heights and 
built to accommodate a 
dishwasher, refrigerator, 
microwave oven or food 
warmer. Got an electric 
mixer? That can be stored 
on a shelf that pops up to 
the right height when it’s 
needed. 

One last point not to 

overlook is lighting, which 
Criner says should include 
task lighting over food- 
preparation areas as well 
as overhead lighting. Task 
lighting is especially helpful 
Jbr older people, who may 
have weaker eyesight. LFDs 
can save energy and won’t 
melt chocolate chips stored 
on the countertop.

ered into the ground in 1912 
by his wife, Helen. 

Aging trees; Alas, no tree 
lives forever, and those 
original cherries have 
been succumbing to age 
despite efforts to coddle 
them along. It wouldn’t 
seem right to stick just 
any old cherry trees into 
the ground to replace those 
that fail. After all, these 
particular trees symbol¬ 
ize a bond with Japan and 
have stood witness to his 
tory. Besides, there arc a 
number of different cherry 
species and varieties — not 
even all pink-flowered, or 
double-flowered or weep¬ 
ing cherries are the same. 

The 3,000 or so trees 


sent as a gift in 1912 were 
mostly Yoshino cherry 
trees. Yoshinos arc hy¬ 
brids of unknown parent¬ 
age, and come in a rtumbe r 
of varieties, among them 
those with pink flowers 
and upright habit (After 
glow), white flowers and 
weeping habit (Pendula), 
and diminutive size and 
weeping habit (Shidare 
Yoshino). 

The cloning solution: In 

recent years, efforts were 
made to replace ailing 
trees with genetic repli¬ 
cas of the originals. Such 
trees would be exactly the 
same as the originals, only 
younger. Genetic replicas 
are created by cloning, 
which involves taking 
cuttings from the original 
trees and rooting them to 
make whole new ones. 

Rooting cuttings from 
an 80-year-old tree is not 
easy, because cuttings 
generally root most read¬ 
ily from so-called juve¬ 
nile wood. Where do you 
find juvenile wood on 
an 80 -year-old plant? In 
sprouts near the base, the 
original part of the plant. 

Since not all of the origi¬ 
nal Yoshino cherries were 
identical, efforts have also 
been made to “fingerprint 1 ' 
them, using their DMA to 
better identify and differ¬ 
entiate them.

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Henderson 
isn’t just 
a bedroom 
community 

Henderson is thought by 

some to be just a bedroom eam- 
mu nit y oFEvansvillc, 

And to the extent that Hen¬ 
dersonians regularly cross the 
Ohio River for certain activit ies 
—to visit a shopping mall, catch 
a commercial airplane flight, ex¬ 
pand their choices ufrestaurants 
or stores or health care provid¬ 
ers, among others — that is true. 

But if you think Henderson 
is just a suburb wholly depen¬ 
dent on Evansville for jobs, you 
would be far wrong, 

In fact, more than two out of 
three Henderson County work¬ 
ers — just more than 68 percent 
— are employed right here, ac¬ 
cording t*> estimates of commut¬ 
ing patterns released last week 
by the US. Census Bureau. 

While nearly 4,Odd Hender¬ 
son County folks do cross the 
bridge to work in Evansville, 
people here are 3 1/2 times 
more likely to work here than 
over there. 

And for every four Hender¬ 
son residents who go to work in 
Evansville, there is one worker 
front Evansville who has a job 
over here. 

Still, significantly more 
Hendersonians do commute 
to Evansville to work each day 
than vice-versa, which is why 
traffic at rush hour is heavier 
northbound across the U S. 41 
Twin Bridges in the morning 
and heavier southbound in the 
late afternoon. 

Traffic on the Green River 
bridge on tbe Audubon Park- 
way, on the other hand, must be 
relatively steady. The number of 
Hendersonians who commute 
to work to Owensboro, andvice- 
versa, is roughly the same: be¬ 
tween 550 and 600 people. 

But if you’ve driven east on 
U.S. 60 from Morganfield to¬ 
ward Henderson in the late af¬ 
ternoon and seen a steady line 
of motorists heading the other 
way, it may be because approxi¬ 
mately 1,000Union County resi¬ 
dents come here to work, more 
than quadruple the other way 
around. 

And while there are places 
in southwestern Indiana other 
than Evansville/Vanderburgh 
County where Henderson resi¬ 
dents commute to work—Alcoa 
LnWamckCoumyandToyota in 
Gibson County, for example — 
Henderson Gounty is also a sig¬ 
nificant draw for workers from 
Warrick and Posey counties.

Hcrc are five reasons why 
many Americans don’t share 
Wall Streets cork-popping mood: 

■ Fewer people have money 
invested in the stock market, so 
many missed out on the rally. 
Amerleans sold more stocks 


than they bought for a fifth 
straight yea r in 2012, despite u n- 
precedcnted efforts by the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve to juice the market 
and encourage investment. 

Americans have sold hundreds 
of billions of dollars’ worth of 
stock — the first time on record 
that’s happened during a sus¬ 
tained bull market. The market 
rise has been powered by big in¬ 
vestors like pension funds. 

The flight from stock markets 
has coincided with a series of 
confidence-rattling stumbles: last 


year’s batched initial public offer¬ 
ings by Faoebook and BAT'S Global 
Markets; the 2010 flash crash that 
sent the Daw plunging600points 
in Jive minutes; unprecedented 
volatility related to European and 
U.S. fiscal policy debates. 

Confidence in the market was 
already weak after the harrow¬ 
ing financial crisis that peaked 
in 2008 , 

Americans who didn't buy 
stocks early simply haven't ben¬ 
efited from the rise that pushed

‘Six Strikes' supporters hope warnings will curb digital piracy 


A new program aims to 
curb piracy of copyright¬ 
ed music* * liim a videos and 
other content. What does 
it mean for consumers? 

Officially launched on 
Feb. 25; the Copyright 
Alert System is a joint 
effort between major In¬ 
ternet service providers 
or KPS (AT&T, Verizon* 
Comcast, Cablcvision and 
Time Warner) and enti¬ 
ties (such as the Motion 
Picture Association of 
America and the Record¬ 
ing Industry Association 
of America) determined to 
protect their copyrighted 
digital content. 

The anti-piracy pro¬ 
gram also is known as 
4J Six Strikes,* because us¬ 
ers suspected of sharing 
copyright-protected ma¬ 
terial will receive up to 
six warning notices from 
their ISP + with escalating 
consequences for each re¬ 
peat offense. 

The policy was created

by the Center for Copy¬ 
right Inibrmation, whose 
members include artists, 
record producers, inde¬ 
pendent filmmakers and 
other content creators. 
The center says it devised 
the plan to educate users, 
not punish them. 

“With so many options 
today for accessing digital 
entertainment, it can be 
unclear what’s legal and 
what's not," the center's 
website says. 

In other words, many 
people who download 
copyrighted music, TV 
shows and movies may 
not realise they Ye break¬ 
ing the law. 


A computer user might 
not realize that a search 
for “American Idol” could 
lead to unaut horized peer- 
to-peer sharing. Another 
user might think that on¬ 
line content must have 
been posted by its cre¬ 
ator — or that any content 
readily available online 
must be OK to download. 

The center contends 
that educating users will 
reduce piracy of copy¬ 
righted materials. 

Under the program, 
content creators will mon¬ 
itor public peer-to-peer 
networks for suspected 
illegal lile sharing. 

They 11 provide sus¬ 
pects' IP addresses to the 
Internet service provider, 
which will send a warn¬ 
ing to the holder of the ac¬ 
count accused of piracy, 
ISPs can decide what con¬ 
sequences to link to each 
warning, and each has re¬ 
ported a different plan of 
action. 


Rut critics of the new 
system say it wrongly 
treats file sharing as theft. 
And there are concerns 
that ISPs haven’t outlined 
what will happen to busi¬ 
nesses that offer free Wi¬ 
Fi — and whose customers 
might use that Internet ac¬ 
cess to obtain files. 

Most ISPs will send 
the first few warnings 
via email ro the account 
holdcr- 

Several providers will 
require account holders 
getting a third or fourth 
warning to watch educa¬ 
tional videos about legal 
sources of copyrighted 
content, acknowledge re¬ 
ceipt and understanding of 
instructional materials, or 
to call their ISP's customer 
support line for a conver¬ 
sation about copyright- 
protected content. 

Tfan IP address triggers 
further alerts, some ISPs 
will take more drastic ac¬ 
tion. 


Verizon plans to cap 
the data speed of repeat- 
offender FiOS customers, 
leaving them with speeds 
roughly equivalent to dial¬ 
up for two to three days. 

Users will get two 
weeks* notice in which 
they can appeal the pira¬ 
cy accusation; otherwise, 
the speed gets capped. The 
$35 fee for appeal will be 
refunded if the American 
Arbitration Association 
finds in the user's favor. 

Cablevislon said it 
would suspend a custom¬ 
er's Internet service for 24 
hours after the fifth and 
sixth alerts if the accusa¬ 
tion goes unchallenged. 

As of this writing. Time 
Warner, AT&T and Com¬ 
cast hadn't announced 
plans to slow Internet 
speed or suspend service 
for repeat offenders. 

Instead, their mitigation 
involves a series of alerts 
that, if ignored, will steer 
users toward required 


instructional conversa¬ 
tions with ISP representa¬ 
tives. 

Account holders who 
a ren't persona I ly i nvolved 
in illegal content sharing 
still are responsible for 
the actions of anyone us¬ 
ing their network. 

Maybe a warning will 
he enough to goad them 
to restrict unauthorized 
activity, to talk to house¬ 
hold members, to limit 
unauthorized access by 
encrypting their Wi-Fi 
network, and to install 
software or hardware 
blocking access to peer- 
to-peer sites. 

That's the intent of the 
policy.

BARCELONA,Spain-Mobile money 
may seem like a hot concept, but 
consumers aren't wanning to it. 

At the world's largest cell¬ 
phone trade show, here in Bar¬ 
celona last week, the 70,000 at¬ 
tendees are encouraged to use 
their cellphones — instead of 
their keycards — to get past the 
turnstiles at the door Bui very 
Tew people took the chance to 
do that. The process of setting 
up the phone to act as a keycard 
proved ton much of a hassle. 

It’s a poor omen for an indus¬ 
try that's eager to have the cell¬ 
phone replace both tickets and 
credit cards. Companies arc 
building chips antennas into 
phones t hat let the gadgets inter¬ 
act with “tap to pay” terminals 
and other devices equipped with 
short-range sensors, like subway 
turnstiles. But getting the tech¬ 
nology to do something useful 


and convincing people to adopt 
it is a slow process. 

TO make a payment in a store 
with your cellphone, "you need a 
lot of things to align,” said Reed 
Peterson, who heads the Near- 
Field Communications initiative 
for the GSM Association, a glob¬ 
al trade group for the wireless 
industry. The phone needs to 
be properly equipped with NPC 
hardware and software; the store 
needs to have the proper equip¬ 
ment and training. The phone 
company needs to support the 
transaction, and banks and pay¬ 
ment processors need to be in 
on it. 

Some of these things have 
Men into place, Peterson said, 
but the network of commercial 
agreements that supports these 
payments needs to expand. And 
consumer demand remains elu¬ 
sive. 

“1 want to get to the point 
where the consumer goes into 
the store a nd says ‘Show me only 
the phones that have NFC" Pe¬ 
terson said. 

Today, a buyer is quite likely 
to go into a store and ask JVtr an 
iPhone, and that’s an obstacle to 
NFC adoption. Apple is the lone 


holdout among major smart¬ 
phone makers, and hasn't built 
NFC into any of its devices yet. 

Visa, the global payments net¬ 
work, announced a coup at the 
show; it has struck a deal with 
Samsung Electronics to take 
charge of the “secure element" 
in the next flagship phone from 
the South Korean company. 
The Galaxy S TV is expected to 


be launched at an event in New 
York on Mar. 14, though the 
name has not been confirmed. 

The “secure element” is sort 
of like a safe inside the phone. 
Whoever controls access to it de¬ 
cides which credit cards, transit 
passes or other verified “docu¬ 
ments" the phone can store. A 
bank that want s to let customers 
use their Samsung smartphones 


as virtual credit cards will have 
to go through Visa. 

Control of the secure ele¬ 
ment is a crucial battleground 
for NFC. The GSM A, which is 
dominated by cellphone carriers, 
advocates putting the secure ele¬ 
ment not in the phone itself, but 
in the subscriber identity mod¬ 
ule, or SIM card, which plugs 
into the phone to identify the 
user a nd supply a phone number 
to the network. SIM cards are is¬ 
sued and controlled by the carri¬ 
ers who would like to be the {mes 
in control of the secure element. 

While Visa, phone companies 
and Google duel over the secure 
element, eBay Inc.’s PayPal is 
wondering what all the fuss is 
about. The online payment net¬ 
work thinks NFC is a lot more 
trouble than it’s worth. The com¬ 
pany isn’t afraid to say so at the 
wireless industry tradeshow. 

“Ifyou want to change some¬ 
thing, you have to solve prob¬ 
lems that people have in every¬ 
day life,” said David Ma reus, the 
president of PayPal. “It’s not like 
everyone is thinking ‘Oh, I wish 
someone came up with some¬ 
thing better”' than paper money 
and credit cards. 


A little common sense will help prevent Twitter, Facebook faux pas

It’s not hard to fall victim to 
the consequences of tweeting or 
posting without thinking. 

There are scores of examples 
of tweeters who have gotten into 
trouble over it, from actor Alec 
Bald win to a local KTVX Chan¬ 
nel 4 employee who was forced 
to quit after tweeting about the 
“repressed sexual energy” of 
Mormons. 

Here are a few tips to consider 
while tweeting or posting on a 
social network. They will help 


reduce the chances you will 
drown in guilt and regret later 

■ Think before you tweet. 
That’s obvious, right? But con¬ 
sider putting a safety measure in 
place — like stopping to think 
for live to 10 seconds — before 
pressing the “send" button and 
beaming that tweet or post out 
into the virtual world fore ver¬ 
ity easy to blurt out a message 

to everyone. It’s more difficult 
making sure it’s appropriate for 
everyone, 

■ Be professional. If you have 
two separate TVvitter or Face- 
book accounts, one for business 


and one personal, then be abso¬ 
lutely certain which one you’re 
posting from. 

The KTVX employee was 
rumored to lose his or her job 
not because of what was tweet¬ 
ed but because it was sent out 
from KTVX’s official Twitter 
feed. Oops. 

And when you’re posting or 
tweeting from your business ac¬ 
count, keep it professional and 
positive. 

■ Don’t get personal. As in try 
not to insult or hate on others in 
your tweets and posts. 

Thc Internet is flooded with 


negativity, but the worst com¬ 
ments are ones where people 
personally degrade others. 

The Onion, a satirical pub¬ 
lication, recently attempted to 
make a joke about people fawn¬ 
ing over adorable 9-year-old ac¬ 
tress Quvcnzhauc Wall isand did 
so with a vicious insult, which 
stirred widespread condemna¬ 
tion. Name-calling, in other 
words, never works, 

■ It’s permanent- Never 
think that whatever you tweet 
or post will simply disappear if 
you delete it later. It could eas¬ 
ily be retweeted or reposted the 


instant you send it out and end 
up on the other side of the world 
in minutes. In general, what goes 
up on the Internet, stays on the 
Internet, 

■ Pictures. Be careful when 
tweeting or posting pictures if 
they are photos with friends in 
them. 

You may think it’s funny to 
tweet a picture of your buddy 
doubled over after a night of 
heavy drinking, but he may not, 
nor would his employer. If the 
picture is questionable, make 
sure to get permission from your 
friend before posting it.

For some, business startup life begins at 50 


■ More boomers launching careers 
instead of retiring in weak economy

At 52, corporate veteran Rob 
McEwen and his wife sold their 
home and moved into a friend's 
basement so they could cover 
payroll for their young com¬ 
mercial sign company. 

“It’s very humming,” McE- 
wen said. 

A year earlier, McEwen had 
lost his six-figure salary after 
being laid off, ending a 22-year 
career that Included working 
with missile systems and mort¬ 
gage products. 

During his frustrating and 
unsuccessful job search, McE¬ 
wen attended a franchise expo 
and decided to Invest in a Sign- 
world business. 

He opened SignCraft Solu¬ 
tions in Wake Forest, N.C., in 
August 2009.“It just felt right,” 
said McEwcn, now 54, 

McEwcn is among a growing 
number of baby boomers — 
people bom between the years 
1946 to 1964 — who are turning 
to small-business opportunities 
as a way to build a new career, 
supplement retirement or give 
them a way to spend their i ime. 

Research conducted by 
the Ewing Marion Kauffman 
Foundation indicates that the 
percentage of firms created by 
Americans ages 55 to 64 grew 
more than any other age de¬ 
mographic, up 6,6 percent to 
20.9 percent in 2011 compared 
to 14.3 percent in 1996. Firms 
created by entrepreneurs ages 
45 to 54 rose 3.8 percent since 
1996. 

The trend is somewhat pre¬ 
dictable considering the num¬ 
ber of baby boomers reaching 
retirement age mixed with 
an economy that has limped 
through the past six years, said 
Michele Markey, vice president 
of Kauffman FastTrac, an arm

of the Kauffman Foundation 
that provides training and re¬ 
sources to prospective and cur¬ 
rent entrepreneurs. 

Some boomers are turning to 
franchising, while others use 
existing skills to start a busi¬ 
ness from scratch. Regardless 
of the motivation, Markey said, 
starting a business requires 
consideration and planning, 
especially for boomers, 

“Their (business) on-ramp 
and off-ramp are much closer 
together,” Markey said. “The 
biggest mistake is not spend¬ 
ing adequate time planning.” 

New boomer entrepreneurs 
need to understand how much 
money they are willing to in¬ 
vest, how long it will take to 
reap financial benefits, and 
when they’ll be able to exit the 
business, she said. 

They also need to be realistic 
about the level of commitment a 
new business will take, surround 
themselves with resources and 
mentors, and build a network

of support, Markey said. Solid 
financial advice is also critical, 
she said. 

Jane Bryant Quinn, AARP 
Bulletin columnist and author 
of “Making The Most of Your 
Money Now,” said that training 
and an excellent business plan 
are key for boomers who are 
starting a business because of 
a need to build or supplement 
their income. 

“At your age, you are going to 
be spending significant money 
to buy yourself a job a nd if that 
fails, if that doesn't go well, you 
are going to be veryhard-put 10 
years from now," Quinn said. 

Kerry Dyer, who has 25 years 
of accounting management ex¬ 
perience, decided to start her 
own firm in July 2010 after be¬ 
ing la id off twice in three years, 

Dyer, 54, initially started ap¬ 
plying for jobs, but was toid she 


was overqualified or the employ¬ 
er wouldn’t believe her when she 
said she would take less pay, she 
said. 

“Finally 1 said, 'If I am going 
to make that little pay, I might 
as well work for myself and do 
something I enjoy doing,' “ said 
Dyer, whose certified public 
accountant firm caters to busi¬ 
nesses making less than $3 mil¬ 
lion in revenue and have up to 10 
employees. 

She obtained one client af¬ 
ter she sent letters to friends 
and family. She met her second 
through her church. Then she 
joined a networking group. 

“That was probably the best 
move I ever made,” Dycr sa id. 

The advantages of building 
her own firm include working 
wit h tit her business owners who 
are passionate about their busi¬ 
ness, and being able to control 


every aspect of her business. 
Dyer said. 

Back at SignCraft Solutions, 
“there were day s we didn’t know 
how we were going to cover pay¬ 
roll,” McEwen said. “We ended 
up going more and more in debt ” 
McEwen worked 65-hour 
weeks and didn't earn a paycheck 
for two years. But now, finances 
have become stable, and the busi¬ 
ness has continued to expand. 

“Within the next couple of 
years, we expect our business to 
be grossing a million dollars or 
mitre," McEwen said. 

ttccently, a friend reached out 
to McEwen and said there was an 
open position at a regional bank. 

“I had to think about that for 
a second,” McEwen said. “I felt 
like no, I don’t want to do that. 
I am committed to this. This is 
my lifestyle. This is where I want 
to be"

Damage from driving without transmission fluid hard to predict 


Mar Tom and Bay: Bone- 
head move on my part: 
While changing the oil for 
the first time in my 2005 
Toyota Sienna van, I could 
not locate what looked like 
a normal oil drain plug. 
So* T ended up draining 
out the transmission fluid 
and then overfilling the 
motor oil. 

I did not realize my 
mistake until I was about 
two miles down the road* 
wondering about the 
rough gear shifting. 1 im¬ 
mediately returned to my 
shop, added transmission 
fluid and drained/refillcd 
all the motor oil. I man¬ 
aged to drive the car a tota I 
of four miles and up to 55 
mph with no transmission 
fluid. 

There docs not appear 
to be anything wrong with 
the transmission, as it now 
shifts smoothly, 0) What 
damage could I have done 
to the transmission? (2) 
What damage might I have 
done to the ermine by over¬ 
filling the oil? Thanks. 

- Tony 

Tern: Congratulations* 
Tony. You are now eli¬ 
gible to join the Bonehcad 
Support Group. Send your 
application to my brother. 
He'S president for life. 

Ray: Gee, I’m surprised 
you even got the van to 
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move at all if you really 
drained all of the trans¬ 
mission fluid. Normally, 
it’ll just sit there and refuse 
to shift into any gear if the 
transmission is empty. 

Tom: My brother would 
prefer you not ask him how 
he knows that! 

Ray: So, I’m guessing 
you didn’t drain out all of 
it. After all, it's pretty near 
impossible to completely 
empty the transmission 
just by opening the drain 
plug. 

A good amount of fluid 
inevitably remains behind 
in the torque converter 
and the valve body. You 
obviously st ill bad enough 
in there to move the car. 

Tom: The answer to 
your question is: It’s im¬ 
possible to know exactly 
what damage you did. 

Obviously, you didn't do 
catastrophic damage* be¬ 
cause the van appears to 
be running fine — at least 
from the point of view of 
a guy who doesn’t know 


what an oil drain plug 
looks like. That’s good 
news. 

What you don’t know is 
what less-significant dam¬ 
age you did that will sim¬ 
ply shorten the life of the 
transmission or engine. 

Ray: In the case of the 
transmission, the fluid 
provides lubrication. Mov¬ 
ing parts operating with 
minimal to no lubrication 
obviously will wear down 
faster, and their lives will 
be shorter. 

How much shorter? I 
couldn’t even guess with¬ 
out taking apart the trans¬ 
mission (perhaps someone 
will be doing that very 
soon!). 

You could have prob¬ 
lems in 10,000 miles* or 
the rest of the van could 
disintegrate 100,000 miles 
from now, before you eve r 
noticed a transmission is¬ 
sue, 

Tom: I’m less worried 
about the engine oil. Over¬ 
filling the crankcase can 
lead to ’’foaming,” where 
the crankshaft whips 
up the oil like a nice me¬ 
ringue. 

Anti compared to engine 
oil* foam is a poor lubri¬ 
cant But it's better than no 
engine oil. And you drove 
a relatively short distance. 

Ray: But the same is 


true for the engine. Theo¬ 
retically, there could be 
internal damage that will 
emerge in 10,000 or20,000 
or 30,000 miles. But I’m 
encouraged that the oil 
light didn’t come on (it 
didn’t, did It, Tony?). 

Tom: So your best op¬ 
tion is to keep an eye on 
things, and hope you get 
away with it. 

But if you notice oil 
consumption, blue smoke 
coming but of the tailpipe 
or rough shifting, swing 
by Bonehead Toyota and 
pick up a brochure for the 
2014s.

Tom: For the rest of us, 
it’s much more of a project. 
So perhaps doing the math 
will make your decision 
easier. 

Hay: If he’s going to buy 
a new diesel engine for 
this truck, he’s looking at 
a Si 0.0OO expense to get 
started. Then he'll need a 
matching transmission to 
go with it. 

Tom: So let's say he 
buys a used diesel engine/ 
transmission combination. 
That’ll run him about $6 
grand. Plus shipping. Add 
another $4,000 in labor 
and other parts, and let's 
say it’s a $10,000 project. 

Ray; But then you have 
to look at all the money 
you’ll save once you have 
the diesel truck. The cost 
of fuel obviously varies, 
but these days, diesel costs 
about 50 cents more per 
gallon than gasoline. And 
let’s say — for this calcula¬ 
tion — you get 20 percent 
better mileage with a die¬ 
sel.

■ Speedometer 
top speed often 
exceeds reality

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DE1U0I7- The speedom¬ 
eter on the Toyota Yaris 
says the tiny car can go 
140 miles per hour. 

In reality, the bulbous 
subcompact's 106-horse- 
power engine and auto¬ 
matic transmission can't 
push it any faster than ley. 

So why do the Yaris — 
and most other cars sold in 
the US,—have speedom¬ 
eters that show top speeds 
they can’t possibly reach? 

The answer has deep 
roots in an American cul¬ 
ture that loves the rush 
of driving fast. The auto¬ 
makers’ market big depa rt- 
ments are happy to give 
people the illusion that 
their family car can travel 
at speeds rivaling a NAS¬ 
CAR racer. And compa¬ 
nies often use one speed¬ 
ometer type in various 
models across the world* 
saving them money. 

But critics say the ever- 
higher numbers are mis¬ 
leading. Some warn they 
create a safety concern, 
dar ing drivers to push past 
freeway speed limits that 
are 65 to 75 mph in most 
states, 

“You reach a point 
where it becomes ridicu¬ 
lous,” says Larry Domi¬ 
nique* a former Nissan 
product chief who now is 
executive vice president 
of the TmeCar.com auto 
pricing website. “Righty- 
petcent-plus of the cars on 
the road arc not designed 
for and will notgoover 110 
mph” 

Last year, speedom¬ 
eter top speeds for new 


versions of the mainstream 
Ford Fusion and Chevro¬ 
let Malibu were increased 
from 120 or 140 mph to 160, 
which approaches speeds 
on some NASCAR tracks. 
The speedometer on the 
Honda Accord already 
topped out at 160. All are 
midsize family haulers, the 
most popular segment of 
the US. auto market, and 
like most new cars, have 
top speeds that seldom 
exceed 120 mph. 

The Yaris got Its 140 
mph speedometer in a re¬ 
design lor the 2012 model 
year, giving It the same top 
reading as the original 1953 
Chevrolet Corvette sports 
car. Even the new Nissan 
Centra compact has a 160 
mphspeedometer. 

There are several expla¬ 
nations for the speedom¬ 
eters. 

When people are com¬ 
parison shopping, cars 
with higher speedometer 
readings appear to be 
sportier, and buyers favor 


them even though they 
have no intention of driv¬ 
ing over IOC. “ People really 
want to see higher num¬ 
bers,” said Fawaz Baltaji, 
a business development 
manager for Yazaki North 
America* a large supplier 
of speedometers for auto 
companies. "It is indicative 
of a more power fui engine. 
There's a marketing pitch 
to it.” 

Although cars with 
high-horsepower engines 
can come dose to the top 
speedometer speeds, most 
are limited by engine con¬ 
trol computers because the 
tires can overheat and fail 
at higher speeds. 

Tires now common on 
mainstream cars often 
can’t go above 130 mph 
or they could fail. Many 
tires, especially on older 
models, have speed limits 
as low as 112. But that’s still 
faster than most people 
will ever drive. 

Automakers* in a push 

to cut costs, now sell the 


same cars worldwide and 
use the same speedom¬ 
eters in different cars all 
over the world. In China 
and Europe, governments 
require that the lop num¬ 
ber on speedometers be 
higher than a car’s top 
speed. 

Cars sold in Europe, for 
instance, have faster top 
speeds than those sold 
elsewhere because they 
can be driven in excess 
of 150 mph on sections 
of Germany’s Autobahn. 
So to sell the same car or 
speedometer globally, the 
numbers have to be higher* 
said Kurt lesnow, who’s in 
charge of speedometer and 
instrument clusters for 
General Motors, 

Also* some mainstream 
cars have some souped-up 
cousins that go faster and 
need higher speedometer 
numbers. A Chevy Malibu 
with a 2-liter turbocharged 
engine* for instance, can 
go 155 mph, fa r higher than 
the mainstream version. 


The little Toyota Yaris 
gets its speedometer from 
another Toyota model 
that’s sold in other coun¬ 
tries, “It’s not that each 
speedometer is designed 
for that specific vehicle," 
said Greg Thome, a com¬ 
pany spokesman. 

Lastly, research has 
found that most people 
like the needle to hit high¬ 
way speeds at the top of 
the speedometer's circle, 
said Ya zaki’s Baltaji, So the 
common freeway cruising 
speed of 70 to 80 mph is 
right in the middle on a 160 
mph speedometer, he said. 

ihe rising speedometer 
numbers aren't surpris¬ 
ing to Joan Clay brook, 
the top federal auto safety 
regulator under President 
Jimmy Carter. She’s been 
fighting the escalation for 
years and says it encour¬ 
ages drivers - especially 
younger ones — to drive 
too fast During her tenure, 
she briefly got speedome¬ 
ter numbers lowered* 

“They think that speed 
sells*" she said of automak¬ 
ers “People buy these cars 
because they want to go 
fast." 

Some drivers at dealer¬ 
ships Tuesday conceded 
that marketing the higher 
speeds could have worked 
on them — at least when 
they were younger. 

Paul Lampincn, 36, 
Ann Arbor* Mich., said 
he bought a Ram Pickup 
with a V-8 engine because 
he likes a powerful truck. 
The higher speedometer 
numbers could have influ¬ 
enced him when he wa s in 
his 20s* but they wouldn’t 
work now, he said. “I don't 
want to pay any tickets," 
he said while getting his 
truck serviced at a Chrys¬ 
ler dealer in Saline, Mich. 

For years, most speed¬ 
ometers tupped out at 120 


— even though that was 
50 mph over the limit in 
most states. Then, in 1980, 
Clay brook, who ran the 
National Highway Traf¬ 
fic Safety Administration, 
limited speedometers to 
85 mph, even though cars 
could go much faster. 

The move, designed to 
end the temptation to push 
cars to their limits, drew 
outrage from gearheads 
nationwide. Some auto¬ 
makers got around the rule 
by ending the numbers at 
85 but leaving lines be¬ 
yond that to show higher 
speeds. The government 
also forced automakers to 
highlight 55 mph* which at 
the time was the fiiel-sav- 
ing national speed limit 

The limit was short¬ 
lived, overturned two 
years later by President 
Ronald Reagan, who cam¬ 
paigned on a pledge to end 
onerous government regu¬ 
lations. 

By the 2000s, however, 
the speedometer speeds 
crept higher. Even com¬ 
pact cars showed 130 or 
140 mph. The 2014 Chevro¬ 
let Corvette speedometer 
and some Jaguar models 
now peak at 200. 

Claybrook concedes 
there’s no data to show 
the 85 mph limit saved 
lives* but she believes it 
did. She called the ever- 
higher speedometer num¬ 
bers immoral. 

At present, the govern¬ 
ment has no plans to rein¬ 
state speedometer limits 
or regulate top speeds, 
saying t here’s no evidence 
to show it would prevent 
crashes. “Ultimately, driv¬ 
ers are subject to speed 
limits mandated by the 
states regard less of the top 
speed listed on a vehicle 
speedometer," NHTSA 
spokeswoman Lynda Tran 
said.

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Method to recycle fracking water drawing attention

SAN ANGELO, Texas - More 
than eight years ago, na¬ 
tive Stanley Weiner set 
out to find a way to recycle 
Track water, 

“I stood on the corner 
waving my arms saying, 
'We need to clean this 
up,’” Weiner said. “They 
all said, ’Why?’" 

Now Weiner is the chief 
executive officer of STW 
Resources Holding Gorp., 
which provides custom¬ 
ised water analyses and 
reclamation to industrial 
and municipal agencies. 

For eight years Weiner 
invested millions of dol¬ 
lars in scientific research 
to find cheaper technolo¬ 
gies to recycle water, 

A focus was on the 
wastewater produced 
when conducting hydry au- 
lic fracturing, or fracking, 
to mine natural gas. 

"We struggled with it 
for years, 15 he said, “l have 
my own group of engi¬ 
neers and chemists.” 

Serving a range of cli¬ 
ents from golf courses to 
oil field companies, Wein¬ 
er said his technicians can 
dean just about any type 


of industrial-produced 
water with fixed or mobile 
units of any size, depend¬ 
ing on how much water the 
client wants cleaned. 

Most of the water he 
treats comes from oil 
fields, where producers 
use the fracking technique, 
which involves shooting 
down sand, chemicals and 
water to get to previously 
unreachable oil and gas 
deposits. 

The analyses and con¬ 
struction of a single oper¬ 
ation can take anywhere 
from 1C weeks to four 
months, depending on the 
project size, Weiner said. 

A small mobile unit, 
for instance, would be a 


40 -fool container that pro¬ 
cesses about 2,500 barrels 
of water. 

A full-service agree¬ 
ment with stw costs cli¬ 
ents about $3.5 million to 
$6 million, which includes 
everything from the water 
analysis to the operation of 
the facility. 

“We design, build and 
operate,” Weiner said. “It's 
not one size fits all." 

The Texas Water De¬ 
velopment Board’s 2012 
State Water Flan is meant 
to project future demand 
and the costs and mea¬ 
sures that can be taken to 
meet it. 

Communities were not 
prepared for current water 


shortages in the late 1990s, 
said Dan Hardin, director 
of Water Resources Han¬ 
ning for the water board, 
and it is important to start 
thinking ahead now. 

Hardin said the main 
demand in the state is ir¬ 
rigation. Mining, which 
fracking falls under, ac¬ 
counts for about l percent 
of the demand statewide. 

However, the State Wa¬ 
ter Plan shows mining 
made up almost 4 percent 
of the demand for Region 
Fin 2010, 

Andrea Morrow, 
spokeswoman for the 
lexas Commission on En¬ 
vironmental Quality, said 
because most of the state’s 
industrial operations use 
groundwater and not 
surface water, industrial 
water recycling may not 
have much of an impact 
on drinking water, 

“There may be some 
short-term applications, 
for instance if the levels 
of reservoirs arc low," she 
said, but any water conser¬ 
vation is good. 

Because the technology 
is so new, it remains to be 
seen what long-term ef¬ 
fects water recycling will 
have. 


“There are a lot of un¬ 
knowns. I'm not familiar 
with the technology yet," 
said Chuck Brown, direc¬ 
tor of operations with the 
Upper Colorado River Au¬ 
thority. 

“But it’s advantageous 
to everyone if they can 
recycle water. It would be 
beneficial for both oil com¬ 
panies and residents of the 
region." 

Weiner said he has got¬ 
ten a positive response 
from oil companies. 

“All oil companies arc 
willing to take part in an 
industry that is going to 
help everybody," Weiner 
said. 

Javier Urias—owner of 
the Midland-based Add, 
Cement, Frac Specialist 
— said with increasing 
water shortages all over 
West Texas, more compa¬ 
nies have been looking at 
ways to recycle the water. 

"ItIs something new, 
something we need for the 
industry," Urias said. 

The typical work pro¬ 
cess begins with analysis 
of the water and its con¬ 
taminants. 

The company pipes the 
produced water through a 
tank battery, where it sits 


for some time to allow the 
solids to settle. 

STW Resources then 
pulls the water from the 
tank battery and runs it 
through a series of sys¬ 
tems, where it is processed 
depending on which sub- 
sta nee the company wants 
removed, 

“It’s different for each 
material,” Weiner said, “If 
the water is high in hydro¬ 
carbons, we run it through 
one system. If it’s high in 
sulfates, we run it through 
another system. If it’s high 
itiimn, we run it through a 
different technology." 

Often the water also 
goes through a desalina¬ 
tion process, which Wein¬ 
er described as a series of 
tubes, membranes, filters 
and “all kinds of jazz." 

Chemical feed pumps 
outside the systems take 
the water to bolding tanks, 
after which the water is 
taken back to the client for 
use or sold 

The entire system, while 
overseen by technicians, is 
connected to a centralized 
computer network. 

“It can all be done from 
the office by computer” 
Weiner said, “We always 
know what’s going on.”

Nearly 80 percent of 
working Americans are 
taking home less pay this 
year because of a tax hike 
that took effect on Jan. I 
The last-minute tax deal 
between Congress and 
President Barack Obama 
to extend some lower tax 
rates failed to renew a re¬ 
duction in Social Security 
payroll taxes, As a result, 
the rate increased this 
year to 6,2 percent from 
4,2 percent. 

The extra 2 percent 
will cost someone mak¬ 
ing $50,000 about $1,000 a 
year, and a household with

In a healthy housing 
market, builders start 
work on about 1,5 mil¬ 
lion homes a year.

Home price gains also 
suggest a slow, uneven 
healing process.

For many Americans, 
their home is their most 
valuable asset.

Elevated foreclosure 
activity causes negative 
ripples throughout the 
economy. Foreclosed 
roper ties make neigh- 
orhoods less attractive 
to buyers and delay the 
recovery of home prices. 
People who experience 
foreclosure generally can’t 
qualify for loans, limiting 
their ability to spend as 
the economy picks up.

hiring remains slow. 

The unemployment 
rate stands at 7.9 percent, 
an improvement from the 
double-digit levels seen at 
the height of the recession, 
but still well above the 5 
percent level that was con¬ 
sidered normal before the 
recession. 

Unemployment affects 
the broader economy and 
consumers’ outlooks in a 
number of ways. Jobless 
people contribute less 
to consumer spending, 
which accounts for about 
70 percent of economic ac¬ 
tivity. Acrimony over ex¬ 
tending long-term benefits 
for unemployed people 
has contributed to Wash¬ 
ington’s rolling series of 
budget standoffs, rattling 
the economy.

Several other factors are 
also at play: The future of 
the euro appears more se¬ 
cure than it has been for 
much of the past three 
years* There are rising 
hopes that Asia will give 
global growth another lift.

And a new government in 
Tokyo has made revival

But nagging doubt s per¬ 
sist, Leading some to con¬ 
clude that the prosperity 
Is too good to be true. 

The world “is a funda¬ 
mentally riskier place than 
consensus and the confi¬ 
dent prognostications of 
politicians, analysts and 
central bankers would 
have us believe/’ said Mike 
Ingram, a market analyst 
at BGC Partners in Lon¬ 
don, 

Markets are open “to a 
considerable amount of 
event risk” and could be 
heading for a longer-last¬ 
ing downturn, he said. 

By creating money by 
fiat, centra I banks, notably 
the US, Federal Reserve, 
have responded to the 
greatest economic crisis 
since the Great Depres¬ 
sion by bathing economies 
in new money. 

This Fresh liquidity has 
filtered back into financial 
markets, helping many of 
the world’s stock indexes 
double in value since the 
low points of early 2009. 
despite a still-fragile global 
economic recovery* 

But what happens when 
the taps are turned off and 
central banks start taking 
some of their largesse 
back? Some experts think 
the rally in stocks is built 
on sand and will crumble 
once the unprecedented 
support measures are 
withdrawn. 

“Markets are facing 
more uncertainty in pol¬ 
icy and monetary policy, 
which of course encour¬

As of Tuesday, here's 
how some indexes in Eu¬ 
rope and Asia are peribrm- 
ing: 

■ Britain's FTSE KM) has 
ushed above 6,400 for the 
rsi rime in five years, de¬ 
spite fears that the coun¬ 
try is about to sink into 
its third recession in five 
years. Since the Bank of 
England started pumping 
money into the economy 
in 2009* the index has 
raced ahead by around 90 
percent. However*it’s still 
short of the peak of 6,930 it 
hit in 2000 at the height of 
the dot-com bubble. 

■ Japan's Nikkei 225 has 
shot up to a five-year high 
above Ji s 500 as traders 
hope the weakening yen 
will improve the earnings 
prospects of its power¬ 
house exporters. The Nik¬ 
kei is around half where it 
was in the 1990s. 

■ Hong Kong’s stock 
market — which lists Chi¬ 
nese behemoths like the 
Industrial & Commercial 
Ba hk of China, the world's 
biggest bank by market 
value, has posted respect¬ 
able gains. 

■ But the Hang Seng 
Index is nowhere near the 
milestone that the Dow 
has reached. It is some 
9,000 points off its histori¬ 
cal high of nearly 32*000, 
hit in late 2007,

NEW YORK - If you’re looking for 
relief from surveys and reports 
that say small-business owners 
arc feeling bleak; Stop. 

The data is everywhere. Tt 
comes from small-business as¬ 
sociations and advocacy groups 
seeking to get the attention of 
lawmakers and big business. 
It's commissioned by companies 
hoping to use the information 
they collect to draw attention to 
the products and services that 
they sell. 

And then there are reports 
from industry groups, academ¬ 
ic institutions and think tanks 
looking to find new information 
and insights to help small-busi¬ 
ness owners. 

For at least a year — through 
the presidential election and the 
fiseal cliff crisis — part one and 
part two — surveys and reports 
showed little change. 

In the next several months, 
small businesses and the peo¬ 
ple interested in their success 
should brace themselves for 
more of the same. Right now F 
small companies have a lot of 
reasons to avoid risk* 

■ Economic and policy hur¬ 
dles; Health care costs are un¬ 
certain and federal budget cuts 
are squeezing businesses 1 profits 
and people's pockctbooks, 

■ Revenue is down; A survey 
by software maker Intuit shows 
that small companies’ revenue 
fell nearly 1 percent in the six 
months that ended in January, 

■ Borrowing is almost stag¬ 
nant: PayNet a a company that 
supplies credit ratings for small 
businesses, says owners have 


barely increased their borrow¬ 
ing in the past year. 

small-business owner Terri 
Slater is uneasy about her public 
relations company because two 
clients put marketing campa igns 
on hold after they lost venture 
capital funding. Prospective cli¬ 
ents are taking twice as long to 
decide whether to take her on. 
She uses freelancers to get mar¬ 
keting projects done, 

“I don’t feel comfortable 
enough to make an investment 
in new employees because Fm 
not sure of the health of my cli¬ 
ent base/' Slater says. 
Expectations are low. The 
year-end survey of owners by 
the National Small Business As¬ 
sociation found that 38 percent 
anticipate growth opportunit ies 
for their companies this year. 
Tharis down from the 47 per¬ 
cent who predicted growth in 
2012, the trade group says. Sixty 
percent expected to keep their 
staffing levels stable this year. 

* Fm right in there with other 
small-business owners — I have 
no intention of hiring,” says 
Mark Hagar, owner of Special¬ 
ized Printed Products in Fort 
Wayne, Ind. 

ITagar is cautious because his 
customers, who arc also small- 
business owners* aren't order¬ 
ing as many printed brochures 
or running as many direct mail 
marketing campaigns as they did 
before the recession. 

“There's this great big circle of 
gridlock,” he says. "TheyTe not 
going to buy anymore because 
they're uncertain about what 
their customers are going to do.” 

Hagar's sales were up about 
2.5 percent last year* and he 
doesn't expect to do better this 


year. He doesn't need ne w equip¬ 
ment* so he has no plans to bor¬ 
row money. 

“We're not going to have any 
real growth," he says. 

Owners are reluctant to hire 
or expand because their revenue 
is down, says Susan Woodward, 
an economist at Sand Hill Econo¬ 
metrics in Palo Alto* Calif., who 
tracks small-business revenue 
for Intuit, 

“They were all recovering 
for a while Then in early 2012* 
their revenue began to flatten*" 
she says. 

The picture isn t completely 
dark. The housing market is re¬ 
covering and the stock market is 
rallying. If that gets consumers 
to spend more, small businesses 
may pull out of their funk. 


There are two key positive 
signs, according to Martin Rega¬ 
lia. chief economist for the US, 
Chamber of Commerce, which 
represents 3 million businesses: 

■ The housing market is im¬ 
proving: Sales of new homes hit 
their highest level in four and 
a-half years during January, ac¬ 
cording to government figures. 

And previously occupied 
homes sold at their second-best 
level in three years, the National 
Association of Realtors reported. 
Sellers a ro get ting higher prices 
for their homes, according to the 
Standard & Poor 1 VCase-Shiller 
20-city home price index. 

■ Stocks have rebounded: The 
Dow Jones industrial average 
reached an all-time high above 
14,000 this week and has more 


than doubled from the low it hit 
in March 2009, during the fi¬ 
nancial crisis. That's increasing 
consumers'net worth and sense 
ofweii-being. 

A healthy nousing market and 
a persistent stock market rally 
could spur consumer spending 
and a revival of growth and hir- 
ing at small companies, Regalia 
says, 

“You should see natural mo¬ 
mentum building/' he says. 

Bu 11 here a re ot her obstacles 
to a small-business recovery. 
The health care law is high 
on that list. Businesses arefrt 
expected to know what their 
health care costs are until the 
last three months of this year* 
after states have set up the ex¬ 
changes that will sell health 
insurance. Most anxious are 
owners with 50 or more work¬ 
ers who will be required to 
provide affordable insurance 
for their employees or pay a 
penalty. 

Health care costs will likely 
remain a deterrent to hiring, says 
Paul Merski, chief economist 
with the Independent Commu¬ 
nity Bankers of America, a trade 
group that is familiar with the 
concerns of small businesses be¬ 
cause its members work closely 
with them. 

The bickering in Congress 
over the federal budget also will 
continue to discourage small 
businesses from hiring and ex¬ 
panding, Merski says. 

“We need to get more posi¬ 
tive movement in Washington** 
he says. “It would take a situa¬ 
tion where the country's fiscal 
house at least has the appearance 
of turning around and going in 
the right direction." 


Most senior citizens can no longer receive their Social Security checks by mail

For millions of seniors 
getting a monthly Social 
Security chock in the 
mail, time's up. 

March 1 was the U.S, 
Treasury’s mandatory 
deadline for switching 
over to electronic pay¬ 
ments for Social Security 
and other federal benefits. 

That means, unless 


youTe over age 90, the 
days of a monthly paper 
check in the ma 11 arc aim¬ 
ing Loan end. 

“We are getting lots of 
calls. People are resigned 
that they need to switch 
and they’re calling to do 
so," said Walt Henderson, 
director of the U.S. Trea¬ 
sury’s Go Direct program. 

Last week, he said. Go 
Direct’s call center has 
been getting up to 45,0tK) 


calls a day. Since the 
mandatory switch was an¬ 
nounced in Apri] 20LU mil¬ 
lions of seniors have been 
signing up for electronic 
payments, either directly 
deposited into a hank ac¬ 
count or onto a Direct Ex¬ 
press debit card. 

About 94.3 percent of all 
Social Security and SSI re¬ 
cipients arc getting paper¬ 
less payments, according to 
Henderson as of this week. 


that still leaves roughly 4.25 
million seniors who haven’t 
signed up, but Henderson 
said he’s hopeful of getting 
“close to 100 percent" com¬ 
pliance. 

“All we're doing is chang¬ 
ing the delivery” said 
Henderson, “We're not re¬ 
quiring you to get on the 
Internet or buy a computer. 
We're putting an electronic 
deposit into your hank ac¬ 
count, Beyond that, we’re 


not changing anything.’’ 

Anyone who turned 90as 
of May 1,2011, isn’t required 
to sign up for electronic 
paymemts- 

The paper-free move is 
partly to address the wave 
of baby boomers who are 
retiring and entering their 
Social Security years. Since 
2011, all new applicants for 
federal benefits arc required 
to choose an electronic pay¬ 
ment method. 


For Nick Avdis, it’s 
taken two trips to a local 
Social Security office to 
get his parents, Spero and 
Georgia Avdis, signed up 
for direct deposit. 

The Sacramento, Calif., 
couple, Greek immigrants 
who were sheep ranch¬ 
ers for decades, were re¬ 
luctant to give up their 
monthly mailed cheeks, 
but “knew they didn’t 
have a choice.”
